M onday.—Am out? th e executive com 
tnunications presented in the Senate was 
Ine in reply to Mr. Dawes’ resolution from 
fee secretary of th e treasury as to the 
delay in adjusting and paying the claim of 
M assachusetts for m oneys expended in 
toast defences 
The secretary expresses 
th e opinion th a t th e claim will be taken up 
and adjusted during the present session of 
Congress, and in tim e for an appropriation. 
Mr. Sawyer, from the post office com­ 
m ittee, reported back adversely the proposi­ 
tion to reduce lett< r postage to one cent. 
Mr. Hoar desired to have put on record 
his belief th a t it was the duty of the govern­ 
m ent and the interest of the people to have 
postage reduced to one cent. 
He believed 
that the Lost Office D epartm ent would 
rapidly become self-sustaining at th a t rate, 
but even if not, the direct benefit in binding 
the country closer together would more 
than com pensate for any deficit. The report 
was placed on th e calendar. 
. 
Mr. Frvo < ffered resolutions, w h’ch were 
adopted, calling on th e secretary of the 
treasury 
for inform ation 
touching 
the 
tr nspo'rtation of goods across the boundary 
line bt tw een the United States nd Canada, 
in bond or otherw ise; ; > to w hat m ethods 
are taken to protect tho revenue derived 
from bonded goods pa sing the frontier 
both ways, and as to enforcing the second 
clause of the sixth section of the inters ale 
com m erce law : instructing the com m ittee 
on foreign relations to have prepared a 
statem ent em bracing points affecting the 
governm ent and trade 
of Canada and 
provinc s. and other statistics. 
The Senate then took un the Blair edu­ 
cational bill, and Mr. Morgan addressed the 
S enate in oppositi< n |to it. 
Mr. E varts afterw ards took the floor and 
announced his intention to speak upon the 
bill. 
Mr. Blair referred to a statem ent circu­ 
lating through ti e press as to ex-Justice 
Strong of th e Supremo Court havii g de­ 
clared him self against the constitutionality 
of the bill. He had tak en i ains to speak to 
Mr. Strong personally, so th at he m ight be 
able to deny authoritatively the im proba­ 
ble statem ent th a t Mr. .Strong said he had 
spoken w ith in m bers of the Suprem e 
C ourt on tho subject. He had it from Mr. 
Btl ong’s own lins th a t he had had no con­ 
versation w ith any of th e justices of the 
Suprem e Court about tip* bill. aud knew 
nothing w hatever of th eir opinions about 
it. A djourned. 
Protertlnst Am erican Labor. 
In the House under the call of States, bills 
and resolutions w ere introduced and re ­ 
ferred: 
By Mr. Cutcheon of M ichigan—A resolu­ 
tion declaring it to be the sense of the 
House th at in any proposed revision of the 
tariff the principle of protection to Am eri­ 
can industry and the m aintenance Af wages 
of Am erican w orkm en at tho 
American 
standard ought to be distinctly recognized 
and firmly adhered to; th a t duties ought 
not to tie imposed for revenue only, but the

th e U nited States has abundant law m a­ 
terial and la nor to produce ought to be 
protected suffic en tly to enable Am erican 
producers to m aintain in free com petition 
in tho A m erican m aik et, and th at articles 
on tim free list sin uid bo selected from 
ami ng such necessaries of I fc as are not 
produced in adequate quantities in this 
co u n t’ v. 
by Mr. M artin of T exas—Instructing the 
com m ittee on ways and m eans to report a 
bill repealing th e internal revenue laws and 
revis ng the tariff so as to abolish specific 
dut.es. 
I n v e s tig a tin g th e P u b lic P r in te r . 
Mr. Barry of M ississD pi.froin the com m it­ 
tee on elections, subm itted the m ajor.ty 
report on the Lowrey-W hite Indiana con­ 
tested election ca e — declaring th e seat 
vacant, and the m inority report—confirm ­ 
ing W hite’s title, was presented by Mr. 
Rowell of Illinois. 
Both reports were ordered printed, and 
Mr. Barry gave notice th a t ho w ould ask 
action upon them on Thursday. 
The speaker pro tem . laid before the 
House a letter from the public printer in 
response to a resolution calling on him for 
iniorm atiou as to th e discharges m ade by 
him . 
Mr. Cutcheon of M ichigan said th at the 
public printer’s letter gave inform ation 
about everything except w hat Congress 
w anted inform ation upon 
He (Cuti heon) 
did not care bow m uch m ore paper he had 
used, or anything about she price of ink, 
bu t .inst. now lie would like to know why 
th e public printer selected the m iddle of 
.January to tu rn the e w orkingm en and 
women into the street iu order th at he 
m ight put a clim ax to th e proceedings of 
th e House in rei using to investigate the 
claim s of a w orkingm an who was contest­ 
ing a seat in the House. 
Mr. Henderson of Iowa charged the public 
p rinter with d soh urging Union veterans to 
m ake room for Democrats. 
Mr. Springer of Illinois < ffered as a substi­ 
tute. a resolution in stru ct’ng the com m ittee 
on printing, w ith tile addition of two m em ­ 
bers. one Jiom each side of the house, to in- 
vestigai^th c adm inistration of th e printing 
office during the incum bency of th e present 
public printer and th a t of his predecessor. 
Agreed to. 
Mr. H atch of Missouri called up tho bill 
m aking provision L r agricultural experi­ 
m ent stations, aud on his m otion the Senate 
am endm ents (.merely form al) w ere con­ 
curred in. 
Mr. Breckinridge of A rkansas introduced 
and had referred to the ways and m eans 
com m ittee the H ew itt adm inistrative tariff 
bill. The House th en adjourned. 
C o n s titu tio n a l A m e n d m e n t. 
T uesday.—Am ong th e petitions and m e­ 
m orials present! d and referred in the Senate 
were the follow ing: 
For the location of th e Indians in Indian 
T erritory, in the eastern portion thereof. 
and tho opening of the w estern portion 
(including Okloliam a) to settlem ent. 
For a constitutional 
am endm ent pro­ 
hibiting tile m anufacture, im portation, ex- 
portatii n, transpoliation and sale of liquors 
in the United States, from toe Yearly m eet­ 
ing elf the Society of Friends. Baltimore. 
Mr. R iddlfberger offered a resolution th a t 
the treaty between this governm ent aud 
th a to f G reat Britain, now before the Senate 
in executive s ssion. be considered in open 
Bess on, and asked for its im m ediate consid­ 
eration. 
Tile following bill was tak en from the 
calendar and passed: 
A joint resolution proposing an am end­ 
m ent to the co n st.tu tio n : 
It provides that die term of office of the President 
and of the Fiftieth Congress shall continue until the 
SOth day of April. 1880, at noon: that the Senators 
whose existing term would otherwise ex n lreo n th e 
Btl. of Mulch, 1889. and th e.eafter, shalt continue 
In office until the 30th of April succeeding such ex­ 
piration; that the SOth of April at noon shall there­ 
after be substituted for the 4th of M ardi, as the 
iommencement and term ination of the official term 
if the president, vice president, senators and repre­ 
sentatives in Congress, and that the tw elfth article 
Si the am endments to the Constitution shall be 
unended by striking out the words “fourth day of 
March,” and substituting the words ‘‘thirtieth day 
Bf April, at noon.” 
Evarts on Education. 
T he Senate then took up tho B lair eduea 
tional bill, and was addressed by E varts in 
its favor. The observations which he pro­ 
posed to m ake were. he said, included w ith­ 
in a very brief statem en t of his views, and 
* brie! reference to such principal ob.ee- 
fcons as he thought m ost w orthy of the a t­ 
tention of the Senate. He coaid not con­ 
ceal from him self th a t the bill had at 
Sin evious sessions received am ple illustra­ 
tion and em idation, lull argum ent on 
Ole constitut on and full discussion of 
roe topi ’ of prudence and dis retion. 
Lie could not, therefore, th in k it worth 
Hfliile to renew th e agitations or those dis- 
fussious. He was unable to distinguish the 
tall (either in th e constitut o n 'I support of

At 4 .lf* the S enat”. on motion of Mr. 
Beck, proceeded to executive business, and 
at 4.45 adjourned. 
Investm ent of Bank Deposits. 
In the House, Mr Dingley of Maine, from 
the com m ittee on banking and currency, 
reported a bill authorizing tin' secretary 
of the treasury to invest the law ful money 
deposited in the treasury in trust by national 
banking associations for the retirem ent of 
the r circulating notes. 
Mr. C laidy of Missouri, from the com m it­ 
tee on commerce, reported back the Head­ 
ing strike resolut on. w ith a substitute re­ 
questing tile interstate commerce commis­ 
sion to investigate the m atter. 
Mr. Doekerv of Missouri, from the com ­ 
m ittee on post offices and po t roads, re­ 
ported a bill requiring tile land g ran t rail­ 
roads to construct aud operate independent 
telegraph lines. 
' Mr. Blount of Georgia, from the same 
com m ittee, reported adversely a bill to reg­ 
ulate the rates of postage on second class 
m atter at letter carrier offices. 
M r.Morrill of K ansas, from the com m ittee 
on invalid pensions, reported a bill granting 
a pension to the widow of General Logan; 
also, bill increasing the pension of the 
widow of General Blair. 
On m otion of Mr. Anderson of Kansas tho 
resolution subm itted hy the com m ittee on 
com m erce tins m orning, touching the 'n- 
vestigation of th e Reading strike, was 
m ade a special order for W ednesday after 
the expiration of th e m orning hour. 
Mr. Davis cg M assachusetts called up tile 
bill to reward the Esquim aux natives of the 
Asiatic ( oast of the Aren ocean for hospi­ 
tality to the sh pwrecked crew of the bark 
Napoleon, and it was passed. 
On motion of Mr. W ilkins of Ohio, the 
consideration of tile banking bill was post­ 
poned for two weeks. 
The House then, at 3.20, adjourned. 
N en ato r C h a n d le r o n Ka vat A ffa irs. 
W ed n esd a y.—Mr. Frye, from the com­ 
m ittee on foreign relations, reported back 
adversely the bill to facilitate the settle­ 
m ent aud develop the resources of Alaska 
and open an overland route betw een the 
U nited States, Asiatic Russia and Japan. 
Among other bills reported from com m it­ 
tees and placed on the calendar were the 
reflowing: 
For an inspection of m eats for exporta­ 
tion; p ro hibitingth eim p o ra tio n of adulter­ 
ated articles of i« od and drink: authorizing 
proclam ations bv tho Presa e a t in certain 
cus”s, and increasing p nsions of soldiers 
and sailors who have lost both hands. 
Mr. C handler, from the com m ittee on 
naval affairs, reported a resolution direct­ 
ing tho secretary of the navy to furnish a 
statem ent as to chang s m ade from the 
o iglnal i Ians of the Chic: go. Boston. At­ 
lanta and Dolphin, in addition to those 
m entioned in form er com m unications, with 
the cost thereof, the reasons therefor, and 
the reports of boards and officers on the 
subject; also as to the present condit on of 
the m onitor M iantonom oh and lier arm a­ 
m ent. 
M r.Frye asked unanim ous consent to call 
up his resolution offered on Monday, calling 
for a statem ent as to the Dominion of Can­ 
ada. but objection was m ade by Mr. Riddle- 
beiger. 
Tho Senate th en took up th e resolution 
offered yesterday Dy Mr. Call, instructing 
the judiciary < om m ittt e to report legisla­ 
tion necessary to prevent U nited States 
courts (m anaging railroads through re­ 
ceivers) from depriving creditors of the 
liens throng i receivers’ certificates, and 
was addressed by Mr. Call. 
No action having been had on the reso­ 
lution. the B lair educational bill was taken 
up. and Mr. P ugh addressed the Senate in 
its favor. 
The Senate th en proceeded to executive 
business, and later adjourned. 
Investigating M o n o p o lie s and Trusts. 
The House took up the report of th e com­ 
m ittee on com m erce relative to th e pro­ 
posed investigation of the R eading strike. 
Mr. Clardy of Missouri, chairm an of the 
com m ittee on com m erce, said th a t after a 
careful exam ination of the m atter the m a­ 
jority of the com m ittee had been satisfied 
th at the original resolution offered by Mr. 
A ndeison of Kansas, for a congressional in | 
quiry, ought not to be adopted. 
Mr. Rayner of M aryland m ade the speech 
of the session, claim ing that the Reading 
railroad had violated a solemn com pact 
m ade with its employes, and th a t it was 
breaking the laws of the State which had 
created it. He ins ated th at Congress had 
the lialit to investigate it by special com ­ 
m ittee, and he objected to the reference to 
the in te;state commission. Mr. Davis of 
M assachusetts and Mr. Ciardy of Missouri 
also spoke. Mr. Randall of Pennsylvania 
then spoke, and after a little discussion and 
some delay, th e various propositio.is were 
consolidated into the following resolution, 
which was adopted w ithout cl.vision:

flate all facts relating to mining corporations and 
ndlvidunl miners of anthracite co il In connection 
therewith, and all facts in relation to the m at­ 
ter, and report the same to the House with such 
recommendations as the committee may agree noon. 
Mr. Cox, the speaker pro tem ., stated th at 
the com m ittee will probably be appointed 
by Mr. Carlisle. 
abort W eeks for tho Senators. 
T h u rsd ay.—In the Senate th e com m ittee 
to investigate the Pacific railroad was an­ 
nounced as follows: Messrs. Frye, Dawes. 
Hrscock, Davis, Butler. Morgan and H earst. 
Mr. Hoar, who could have been chair­ 
m an. w s left off at his own request. 
The Senate agreed to adjourn over from 
today until Monday. Some of the senators 
who th in k the sen ate is wasting tim e, se­ 
cured the yeas and nays on the m otion, but 
it passed ju st tho sam e-3 8 to 25. 
Mr. Riddleberger m ade several Attempts 
to expedite busim ss, so as to reach his reso­ 
lution for cons deration in open session of 
the British treaty, but the Plum resolution 
for an investigation of the condition of the 
postal service took precedence, and debate 
on this resolution was resum ed. 
Mr. Plum b s lid that it had not been his 
Surpose. in offeiing tho resolution, to intro- 
uce anything of a partisan character, but 
sim ply to have the bad conditi. n of tile 
m ail service rectified. He m ight have m ul­ 
tiplied the testim ony which he had pre­ 
sented as to the inefficiency of the m ail 
servi e in th e W estern country. It was not 
ne> es8ary to rely for it on the newspapers. 
Mr. Quay asked and obtained unanim ous 
consent for the consideration of the bill 
ri poi tea from tile com m ittee on pen ions 
to increase th e pensions of certain soldiers 
and sailors who are utterly helpless from 
injuries received or caseases contra ted 
while in tile service of the U nited States. 
The bill was read ai d passed w ithout dis­ 
cussion and w ithout division. It provides 
th a t from and alter its passage all persons 
who are or who m ay become totally helpless 
from injuries received or diseases contracted 
while in the m ilitary or naval service of the 
United States shall bi entitled to receive a 
pension of $72 per m onth. Also th at the 
increase allowed bv this act to those per­ 
sons who m ay hereafter become totally 
helpless shall bernacle to com m ence in strict 
conlorm itv 
w ith section 4698, Revised 
Statutes. 
Senator K enna then secured th e floor to 
reply to th e tariff speech of Senator Sher­ 
m an. af er which the Senate went into ex­ 
ecutive sess on and adjourned till Monday. 
Contested Election Case. 
In the House. Mr. Crisp of Georgia, chair­ 
m an of th e elections com m ittee, called up 
the Low ley-W hite contested election case. 
Mr. Barry of Mississ ppi took the floor w ith 
an argum ent in advocacy of the m ajority 
resolution, declar ng the seat vacant. The 
omv question, lie said, which th e House was 
called mum to d ecu e was as to the eligi­ 
bility of th e'-ittin g m em ber. The sitting 
m em ber bad been absolutely linable to pro­ 
duce any record proof of his naturalization, 
and th e oral testim ony presented was con­ 
tradictory and u nsat's actory. 
Mr. Cooper of Ohio sustained th e claim s 
of th e contestee, who. he claim ed, had per­ 


fectly and thoroughly established the tru th 
of his assertion that lie had peen n atural­ 
ized 20 years p evious to the election of 
188(5. The m atter then went over. 
Mr. Cra ti of Texas, from the com m ittee 
oil presidential clee* ions, etc., reported a 
joint resolution proposing a const tutiotial 
am endm ent providing that Congre s shall 
hold its annual m eetings on the first Mon­ 
day of January. 
Air. Ford oi M ich'gun introduced a hill for 
the organization ol the territory of Alaska. 
Mr. Belm ont of New I ork presented nu­ 
m erous proposals from the New York pro­ 
duce exchange, the St Louis m erchants 
exchange, the Bal into e board of trade and 
various other business associations, recom ­ 
m ending to Con rosa th at an international 
m arine conference be invited by the U nited 
States to form ulate m easures for lessening 
the dangers of navigation. 
Ile also introduced a bill on the same sub­ 
ject author zing the F requent to invite the 
governm ents of every m aritim e nation to 
send deb gates to a confe ence to he held in 
Wash ngton on the 1st of October, 1888. 
Ad oui lied. 
F rid ay.—In the House, am ong the private 
bills reported today from com m ittees, was 
one for the relief if the sufferers from the 
wreck of the Tallapoosa. 
There was also a public bill reported by 
Mr. Collins of M assachn efts, from the com­ 
m ittee on judiciary, am end ng section 53(56, 
Revised Statutes, lions • calendar. (Section 
6365, Revised S tatutes, prescribes the death 
penalty for the w illul casting aw ry of a ves­ 
sel on the high seas w ith the in ten t of de­ 
frauding tho underw riters. Tile bill pro­ 
pose-to am end it by a proviso, th at if the 
casting away causes no loss of life or per­ 
sonal suffering or injury, tho person con­ 
victed m ay be sentenced to im prisonm ent 
for life, or for any num ber of years not less 
than three, or to a fine not exceeding SKI­ 
DOO. 
A dozen private bills were considered and 
oa-sed. 
Mr. N utting of New York offered a reso­ 
lution calling i n the secretary of the treas­ 
ury for inform ation in regard to tho refusal 
of the Canadian a u f orities to aflow Am eri­ 
can wrecking vessels and m achinery to 
assist Am erican vessels while in distress in 
Canadian w aters, and as to w hether Cana­ 
dian wrecking vessels and m achinery are 
perm itted to operate in A m erican waters. 
Referred. 
The House then, at 4.05, adjourned, Mr. 
Crisp of Georgia stating th a t he would call 
up tho Lowry-W hite contested election case 
tomoi row. 
Alate* of National Eos I a1 at inn. 
R epresentatives of the governm ent em ­ 
ployes at the Snriugfield arm ory and Rock 
Island arsenal have been heard by the 
House com m ittee on labor, upon the bdl to 
pay governm ent employes who have been 
obliged to w ork over eight hours a day for 
ex tra work. 
Several gentlem en, representing, as they 
sa d, a m ajority of the conductors on tho 
Pennsylv nia, Baltim ore & Ohio, New York 
Central and some other roads, were heard 
in opposition to the bill to license railroad 
conductors. 
The labor com m ittee will report favors lily 
10 111 House th e OHI m aking eight hours a 
working day for letter carriers and paying 
them tor extra w o rk ; also favorably Mr. 
O’Neill’s bill to protect laborers and me­ 
chanics in their wages by rem oving the 
present exem pt on of property from a seiz­ 
ure and sale under th e value of SHOO. 
The Senate com m ittee on m ilitary has 
reported iii favor rn raising the pension for 
total disability to $72 a m onth. 
Denis Kearney argued for the exclusion 
cf tim Chinese before the House com m ittee 
on f reign affairs last Thursday. 
A resolution is before tho House com­ 
m ittee on public lands providing th at all 
the proceeds of tho sales of laud granted to 
Hie Union and < antral Pacific railroad com­ 
panies ho paid into tho treasury and placed 
to their*erodit in the settlem ent of their in­ 
debtedness, which is understood to m eet the 
approval of a m ajority of the members. 
It is stated a t tho W hito House and also at 
the State departm ent th a t there is no tru th 
w hatever in Hie report that the President 
has sent a m essage to the Senate in regard 
to the Canadian fisheries, transm itting a 
draft of a treaty. 
L atest repo Us of the forthcom ing tariff 
reduction bill are to tho effect th a t wool 
will surely be placed ou the free list. 


BLOWN TO PIECES. 


A Terrible Boiler Explosion by Which 
Many Men if ire Frightfully Injured 
and One Killed. 
P a rk ersb u rg , VVI Va., Feb. 4.—Inform a­ 
tion reached here yesterday of the explo­ 
sion of a boiler connected w ith a saw­ 
mill 
near 
Belmont, 
O. 
Abraham 
Arnold was filing 
heavily 
to get up 
steam , w hen a peculiar noise cam e from 
the valve. Becoming frightened, Arnold 
w ent to his father, who was at the saw, and 
told him to g o to the boiler-room. H ardly 
had they exchanged places w hen the ex­ 
plosion occurred. 
The elder Arnlod was struck by a piece 
of the boiler and had his head torn from 
his 
shoulders. 
Charles 
Sullivan 
was 
throw n 50 yards, half of the boiler striking 
him . crushing him to a jelly. Benjam in 
Travis had the side of his face crushed. 
both logs and aim s 
broken, and soon 
died. 
Joseph 
Stubbs, an employe, was 
struck in the head by a piece of tim ber and 
instantly killed. Frank W arrick, Samuel 
Stul bs and M artin Gilldovv were terribly 
scalded, one of them having both oyes put 
out, 
Stubbs bas since died. Tho other 
two cannot recover. 
The m ill, which was owned by th e elder 
Arnold, is a total wreck.

Berlin*. Feb. 4.—W hile tho semi-official 
press affects to regard the publication of 
tlie 
Austro-German 
treaty as having a 
pacific intent, official and diplom atic circles 
know th a t its real atm is to force tho Czar 
to an im m ediate w ar or compel him to sub­ 
m it to term s for a perm anent peace, dic­ 
tated by tho allies. 
T he substance of the treaty has long been 
known to both the Russian and French 
governm ents. At the tim e of its inception 
at the conference between Prince Bism arck 
and Count Andrassy at G arten in August, 
1879. confidential disclosures stating the 
character of Hie com pact were made 
by 
Prince 
Bism arck 
to 
the Czar as 
an Inducem ent to break off negotiations for 
a Russo-Frencli alliance. The day after tho 
treaty was signed Prince Bism arck m ade a 
personal announcem ent of Hie fact to both 
the French amt Russian am bassadors, w ith­ 
holding only the exact term s of the treaty. 
Tho publication reveals nothing to any 
European governm ent 
Before disclosing it to the people the step 
was anxiously and repeatedly discussed by 
1’rin eB ism arck. Count Kalnady and H err 
von Tis-a. The A ustrian m inisterial coun­ 
cil. tho Em peror presiding, consented to tho 
publication of the treaty early last week 
upon urgent representation from Prince Bis­ 
m arck th a t 
the 
tim e 
was opportune. 
Its 
appearance 
at th e 
prest u t 
junc­ 
tu re recalls 
tho 
utterance 
of 
Prince 
Bism arck, when lie was reproached in the 
Reichstag for refusing to subm it to th a t 
body certain diplom atic correspondence: 
“Once a governm ent determ ines to publish 
im portant docum ents.” he said, “m atters 
should have gone so far th at nothing but 
w ar is likely to be the outcom e of the sit­ 
uation.” By the light of th is m em orable 
statem ent the im m ense significance of th e 
publication of tho treaty at tho present 
crisis will be seen. It is th e step which 
precedes an ultim atum . 
If Russia continues to ann and push for­ 
ward m a ses of troops, m enacing th e strate­ 
gic po tits on the frontier, and if the ren d ­ 
ing negotiations for an offensive and defen­ 
sive alliance w ith France should succeed, 
tho central powers will n u wait the conve­ 
nience of the Fren h and Russian govern­ 
m ents to declare war. The crisis, there­ 
fore, nears a clim ax. 
Prince Bism arck in his speech in the 
Reichstag on Monday, may place a peace­ 
ful interpretat on upon the m otives of tho 
publications of tho treaty, but nothing; he 
can say is expected to lessen th e strain of 
th e situation. The Czar m ust give practical 
assurances of peace or abide by an early 
war, and jugding by all th a t is known of his 
character and tho m inisterial influence now 
dom inating him the Czar will not yield.

TUE SECOND DAYS’ TROUBLE. 


Many w ho Ny mpnttilzo w ith the I'ole* 
w ho Fought the Day Refore. 


P o t t s v i l l e , Fob. 4.--Y esterday’s riot was 
but a holiday lark com pared w ith Ute b at­ 
tle of today, and the populace, Hie business 
and tho working portion are quaking w ith 
fear. Your correspondent w alked from the 
corner of Centro aud Main streets north­ 
ward on one side of Hie street tonight, 
aud back on the other, followed 
by a 
stalw art officer, and occasionally stopped 
in Hie vicinity of crowds to inspect Hie 
windows of 
such shops as 
are 
open. 
These 
shops 
are 
m ostly those w here 
only provisions are sold. 
Tito clothing, 
hardw are, shoe, jew elry and other stores 
of Ute kind are closed. From every group 
was overheard m utterings th at show today s 
abray is not disapproved by the strikers of 
m ore civilized nationalities. Such rem arks 
as these were m ade; “W ell, the Fides ta 
right, and I’m wid ’em .” “ lf they’d got 
licked today I’d a helped ’em .” 
•*D—n Hie Coal ami Iron Police, 
anyhow, says I,” anil m any more expres­ 
sions of like im port were heard. 
At 3 o’clock Utero were 500 Polanders at 
the foot of the hill on which K eliley’s Run 
colliery stands. T heir num bers increased 
every m inute. At 3.30, w hen the coll cry 
whistle blew, there were 15oo m en between 
tho foot of the hill, the wagon road and tho 
mine breakers th at m ark tho line of the 
worked-out and abandoned west gangway 
of the colliery. 'Tho conclusion was now 
irresist blo that there was to be arow, bur it 
was too late to act. 'I he burgess bad neg­ 
lected his opportunity. 
Tho w histle announcing quitting tim e 
sounded.

A Crowd of NeeroBs Fire Into a Party 
of Boys, 
P ittsb u rg , Penn., Fob. 4.—T here was 
bloodshed tiff? evening as the result of the 
non-unionizing cf Hie Solar Iron W orks of 
Clark & Co. of Penn avenue. The mill 
had been idle for two m onths, because tho 
firm and the em ployes differed

At a sm all outlay ot 
tim e, and by th e use ot a few planks a dam 
Was constructed across th is ditch.am i an ice 
pond secured from w hich a house of ord - 
bary sire can be filled at a single cutting 
By building a dam wit ch raises the water 
to a level w ith the banks, a sufficient depth 
of w ater is secured tor cutting, amt five or 
pix feet in w idth. 
The dam is m ade of two- 
inch planks resting against abutm ents, and 
can be easily rem oved after th e ce is har­ 
vested and laid aw ay until the next year 
In th isd av of general drainage alm ost ant­ 
iarin affords the m eans for such an ice pond. 
O ne great advantage in a sm all pond m ade 
in this m anner is that ice will form of Buf­ 
fi ient th ick ness for cu ttin g w here it w ill 
not on a running stream . 
J his w inter our 
ice w as packed before the I st ot January, 
w h ile our neighbors, depending upon the 
creek, have as vet secured none. 
The ice is cut in blocks 22 inches square 
A com m on cross-cut saw w ill answ er the 
purpose for saw ing a sm all quantity. 
A 
regular icesaw is preferable, how ever, w hen 
m u ch is to tie out. 
A m arker for layin g oft 
th e ice for saw ing can be mad® by fastening 
a piece of wood tw o feet long in the end of 
a handle. Through one end of the short 
atrip a meet of iron is passed., extendin g 
3 1 v or tw o inches on l oth sid e h ill th eoth er 
end are ph ved tw o spuds for m arking, at a 
distan ce from the first end corresponding 
to tin* required size of the I locks. 
After 
th e headlands have been sawed out, this 
m arker is drawn along the edges as fast 
th e ice is cut away, aud tile surface is 
quickly laid off for further sawing. As fast 
sis the ice is cut it is drawn out and loaded 
int - a sled, arid hauled to th e house for 
packing. 
In packing, the blocks are laid on th e side. 
th e e ra ks being filled w ith fine ice. For 
obtain ng tilling w© have a k n ife six inches 
w id e set in a shallow trough. W ith this 
tn e ice is plat cd. enough being out in a few 
m inutes for th e w hole h o u se, 
h illin g ob­ 
tained in this way is preferable to pounded 
ice a i it w ill readily AH all the era -ks left 
iii packing, and w hen water 
has been 
poured over th e m ass th e blo-ks are con­ 
gealed into a solid 
body. 
Each 
layer 
Is tints frozen down un til the house lias 
been tired, w hen th e w hole is flooded w ith 
w ater until It w ill receive no more in the 
tilled crevices, 
A space of one foot betw een the ice and 
the w all is tilled w ith tan bark, and a layer 
j Pa feet deep is placed over th e top. 
It 
then requirt s no more attention until early 
Bur Bg. when care m u d be taken to keep 
th e w et bark wa ii packed around th e ice. 
Ice packed in th is m anner has alw ays 
afforded an abundant supply for tam Iv 
tis-, besides supplying the purposes of the 
dairy. 
We would advise building a house no 
sm aller than loxlO feet. Ours is built of 
com m on I cards, w ith an air scare of six 
in dies between the w alls, and liny u t a 
good but not too per us under drainage. 
T he air is freely circulated above the ice by 
m eans of \ entilators in the roof aud in the 
ends. It stands above ground, and is pro­ 
tected by the shade of a large tree. Any 
farm er having a little m echanical ability 
can readily build such a bouse, w ith but 
sm all expense, aud if properly tilled it w ill 
prove entirely satisfactory.—[Country G en­ 
tlem an.

T h e Count r u c t i o n of H otbed* a Sim ­ 
ple M atter—C areful A tten tio n Ke- 


<1 iii red to K eep P la n ts 
C row in g 
a n d H e a l t h y . 
The constr uction and m anagem ent of h ot­ 
beds is an exceedin gly sim ple m atter, and 
yet it requires cai etui at tention to keep 
plants grow ing in a health y condition. 
M anure-beds are m ost com m only used 
horse manure being preferable to any other 
readily available substance. Fresh m anure 
recently rem oved from the stable is best, 
but if collected in too sm all quantities it 
should be frequently spread through the 
w inter in order to keep It from heatin g and 


s p oiling before spring, 
l f a g o o d propor­ 
tion of tine straw or forest leaves are used 
iii the bedding it im proves the m anure 
greatly for hotbed purposes. 
W hen ready to begin 
operations 
the 
m anure should be fork- d over, shaken out 
finely and thrown into a high conical heap 
to heat. 
If anyw ays dry it should be 
w aten d until w ell dam pened throughout 
th e bean. 
Leave it standing in this heap 
about a w eek. and it w ill surely heat and 
begin sm oking lik e a sm all volcano, 
There are now tw o m ethods of form ing 
tho bed, s m e digging a pit and sinking the 
m anure in it. and others sim ply building 
th e m anure up into a square bed and setting 
th e fram e on it; the first-named method re­ 
quires the most labor, th e second the m ost 
m anure, so we w ill let labor vs. manure de 
Olde which you .dial I adopt. 
It the m anure is tin , and contains little 
or no long straw, it w ill be found necessary 
to put a plank flam e around it to keep it in 
position. A tte. levellin g the m anure there 
should be I Iiree or foul narrow boards laid 
across it on « filch to rest the hotbed frame, 
0o that after the m anure beats all w ill set­ 
tle together even ly, otherw ise the w eight 
o f the fram e and sash w ill force it down 
in to the m anure, and the c* litre of the be i 
w ill appear to raise, and perhaps displace 
th e plants. 
Of course you should select a soot for 
th e bed w hich is sheltered as m uch as 
possible on the north and w-est 
by sonic 
budding or high hoard fence, 
The sash 
should slope gently towards the south or 
east, both in older to carry off the rain­ 
w ater readily and to catch the su n ’s rays and 
gain light arid warm th. 
T he m ost com m on sashes are 3xf» feet. 
T he fram e should, therefore, be m ade six 
feet wide and as long as neces ary to ac­ 
com m odate the number of sashes to be 
used. 
. 
A vital point alw ays to be observed in 
m aking a hotbed is to spread the m anure 
t 
own w hile hot; it then continues to heat, 
ut if spread down cold it w ill heat very 
■lowly and unevenly, or perhaps not at all 
Early in spring, when considerable cold 
w eather may yet be expected, it w ill be 
necessary to use about a com m on wagon 
box full of m anure to ca- Ii sash, but later in 
th e season, when f, rming beds in w hich to 
transplant seedlings, oue-baif that quantity 
w ill suffice. 
The so I to be used should be prepared in 
advance. It m ust be light, loo'e and rich. 
Good sods placed in a h ap, w ith alternate 
layers of cow m auure. and allowed to stand 
and decay for about on - year, m akes a fine 
com post for star ing a hotbed. In rem ov. 
lu g the soil from an old hotbed, shovel out 
Bomi* of the ferm ented m anure w-ith it each 
year, this w ill keep it loose and in good 
m echanical condition. 
Soil should be plat ed on the manure to 
th e d e p th of from four to six molies, aud 
th e glasses ad lusted properly. A fu r the 
so I becom es warm sow the se- d in rows 


era fodder and oat straw th ere is little

irst selection. h#purch. swig a herd, would 
lie from Nscertatned qu antity and ani lity of 
milk. as f ir sm lhis can be done. 
But liav- 
u g a h erd .th e ow ner can easily ascertain 
the individual character of each cow by 
w eighing and ‘letting lier m ilk for two 
hays, raising th e cream and ( burning to 
butler. 
He now has solid facts to build 
uj>on^-not th a t he should discard the cow- 
on the first trial, u n less she has had the 
enefit of good feed in g for a sufficient 
Tine to show its full eff ect. There is more 
bo c* of the fu ture from a cow that yield*) a 
good q u antity of m ilk of m oderate quality 
Ii.in ut tile cow yield in g a sum I quantity 
of a m uch better quality, for it is easier lo 
im prove th e qu ality tnan to increase the 
unfit ly. Steady feeding w ith the proper 
ration w ill, generally, as steadily improve 
the q u ality; w h ile a sm all quantity ind i­ 
cates a d efective organization for milk 
ecretim i, aud is not as lik ely to la* mollified 
by good teed ing. 
W e have succeeded m uch 
©tier w ith cow s th at yielded 30 pounds ol 
m ilk per day of M oderate quality than 
with those yield in g lo pounds pf a m uch 
bettor q u ality—as th e former, h avin g a 
good organ ira to n for the secretion of m ilk. 
w ould yield to th e influence of judicious, 
toady feeding w ith w ell-balanced food for 
the production o f rich m ilk. aud she w ill 
•increase in q u an tity and ounlity, but often 
more in qu ality than quantity, w h ile the 
att r. on being full fed w ith th e proper 
food, is m ore lik ely to lay on flesh than lo 
m crea-e her > ield of m ilk. 
Let us co n -iller th e foods w hich J. B .C . 
w ishes to tie d for rich m ilk. 
If he had 
clover of th e best finality, a good ration 
could lie m ade un w ith tho grain foods hi* 
has. but he w ants to com pound a ration 
with oat straw as coarse fodder, and has no 
grain food more nitrogenou s th an w heat 
m iddlings, and oat straw is so poor in

T H E C A B B A G E . 


C abbage Pin lit# a n il E ar lr C a b b a g e. 
In answer to th e inquiry about th e cab­ 
bage worm, from fikratb Rockport, I w ould 
say th at I am troubled w ith the green cab­ 
bage worm, hut have never used an ything 
th at I could recom m end as a cure. No doubt 
a great, ninny of your readers have, and I 
wish th ey w ould answ er it. The best tiling 
I find is to keep th em w ell cu ltivated and 
grow ing, and so far I have never suffered to 
any great exten t, as by keoping them grow­ 
ing I have found th ey overcom e th e worm. 
I w ill giv e a little of m y experien ce in rais­ 
ing cabbage plants and early cabbages. 
A. 
great pest I find in raising early caboage is 
the little black fica beetle, w hich is also so 
destructive to turnips, kale, radishes and 
som e other plants. They m ake their appear­ 
ance early in the spring, as soon as we get a 
few warm days, and w ill soon ruin a cab­ 
bage Iplaut, 
particularly 
hotbed plants, 
w hich are m uch more tender thau cold-bed 
plants, and w hen these little verm in get on 
a plant it is alm ost certain death to it, un­ 
less the w eather com es oft colder. They 
work w ith m e w oist when the w eather is 
dry. warm and windy. The first tim e I 
w as ever troubled w ith tin. rn was live 
vt ars ago. 
I 
planted 
out 
about 7ooo 
plants on a M onday, and did not go near 
them until W ednesday. Then they seem ed 
all right iii the morning, but in the alter- 
noon w e had a very warm, sultry rain, and 
tlie next day I w ent up again to see how 
they looked, and to m y surprise I could 
scarcely see a plant. I do not think then* j 
w ere lo o left out.,of the 7000. Plants were 
so scarce that I could not aet any in tim e to 
repin* e them , so I let early cabbage go that 
season, w ith a determ ination another year 
to try to con mer these little pests. 
I heard 
that tobacco was good for them , or at least 
they did not ljce it as w ell as I do. 
Ko 
when w inter cann* on I w ent to som e of the 
tobacco stores in the city to see if they had 
any tine dust w hich they would throw away 
as good for nothing, and I finally got three 
or four cases of fine tobacco, but had some 
steins m ixed up in it; so I got som e sieves 
and separated th e stem s iron) th e dust. 
Then I got a barrel of slaked lim e and 
m ixed it up with the dust and sifted it over 
again, gettin g it pretty thoroughly m ixed 
in w itli the tobacco. 
It was very dry, and 
the m ixing was not th e pleasantest job in 
the world, but I was hound to see if I could 
not m aster 
th ese little 
lively 
fellows. 
T ile 
next 
spring, 
after 
I 
had 
put 
in 
my 
early 
cabbages, I alw ays 
m ade it a busine-s to 
look 
at 
them 
every day, and as soon as I saw* the beetles, 
my* elf aud boys w ent at them w ith an old 
lm lkpan full of this m ixture. 
One hand­ 
ful w uld do nearly lo plants. We dropped 
a little on the plant, lik e pepper, and would 
soon see these little chase nop off. 
They 
did not lik e the sm ell, and as long as this 
m ixture rem ained on th e plants th ey w ould 
keep 
off.

T H E F E E D . 


T w o C lasses o f Feed N itr o g e n o u s a n d 
C a rb o n a ceo u s. 
There are tw o classes of foods kn ow n to 
th e educated feeder: 
1. T he m eat aud m ilk producing, w hich 
are know n as 
album inoids, proteins or 
nitrogenous foods. 
These h ave com para­ 
tiv ely a large proportion of nitrogen, w hich 
com prises about four-fifths of our atm os­ 
phere, and is the destructive agent iii all 
exp losive com pounds, as n itroglycerin e, 
gun cotton, dynam ite, gun powder, etc. It 
is nearly pure in the w hite of an egg. and 
in the virus of th e rattlesnake aud predom ­ 
inates in album en, gluten, gelatin, fibrin, 
casein, and all the proteins, Loth vegetable 
and anim al. 
2. H eat and fat producing, w hich are car­ 
bohydrates. or carbonaceous foods. 
They 
are com posed principally of carbon, w hich 
com prises about I 25-100 of our atm os­ 
phere, iu th e form of carbonic acid gas. a 
com bination of carbon and oxygen, which 
is Hie deadly dam p in w ells, but the life of 
soda w ater. 
It is harm less to drink, but 
d* adly to breathe. 
It predom inates in the 
diam ond, wood, fibre, starch, sugar, oil, 
gum , resiu, etc. 
. 
The proper com bination of these tw o 
eta-ses of food—the nitrogenous and the 
a n o n a ceo u s—is as one part of th e nitrog­ 
enous ti* live or six parts of the carbona­ 
ceous.

tim othy hay, but little clover; also laid in. 
when cheaper du ring th e early fall, a good 
tut ply of light m iddlings. Corn is worth 
12. 0 per barrel; oats. 35 cen ts per b u sh el; 
•uuoihy hay, *14 per ton; and clover, $12. 


I have generally had to keep this up for 
two or three weeks. Iii som e years they are 
worse than in others. It is necessary to keep 
early cabbage cu d vated often and Ito J, 
say on* e a week. T he faster you can keep 
thorn growing tlie quicker they w ill get out 
of th e way of these little pe ts. 
N early all 
the m arket gardeners have som ething of 
th is kind, but I know ninny who never r aise 
an early cabbage on this account. 
It is of 
no use to til ink. that * n ee applying it ought 
to be enough. 
You m ust put it on, m aybe, 
half a dozen tim es, keeping it up until you 
set* th at th e fleas a it doing them no harm. 
T iv tb s sam e rem edy nu cabbage plants 
aud va Ashes; don’t, wart until they are all 
eater} up. but ust as soon as you see them 
peeping through th - ground put som e on, 
ami I feel satisfied, that, it properly done, 
you w ill find you w ill he well rewarded. 
A nother ne t with w hich we are troubled 
is tim cabbage m aggot that begins to work 
aboutthtrfirstof June. biome people sav that 
it is ally that lays its eggs right at the top of 
Hie ground on th e plants. I was nevertrou- 
bled w ith these until th e last 3 years. The 
first year I saw it I lust quite a good m any, 
but I prepared for it the n ext year. fearing 
it m ight bi more disastrous. I had a lot of 
th ese tobacco, stem s in t ie bain that I had 
cut up during rainy days w th m y feed cut 
ter in lo p ieces about one inch long. 
I got a 
load of it and w ent through them about a 
w eek before they would oegin. and put a 
good handful rigid at each plant, and than 
cultivat d them , throw ing the earth up to 
th em w ell, an I covering up the tobacco 
- terns. 
In a few days we had a good rain, 
and it seemed, to drive the m aggots into the 
ground, and th e cabbage* struck new roots 
nearer th e surface, and I Ii st scarcely a cab­ 
bage. 
"Whether th e tobacco saved them or 
not I cannot say, but I thought it did. A

It w ill pay, 
n ot only as a gratification to his anim Is, 
bul as true econom y. The science of feed ­ 
ing both anim als and plants is o n e o f Hie 
m ost im portant th at can engage th e atten ­ 
tion of lue farm er or stock raise r.

For heat and fat. m ore car­ 
bonaceous—but the tw o m ust be in fair pro­ 
portion, iii order to f-e* ure digestion aud 
nutrition and to avoid w aste.—[I’. D. Curtis 
u St. Louis Farmer. 
T he observing farm er m ay learn m uch 
th at is valuable by experim entin g in a 
sm all w ay with different m ethods of < ulti 
ratin g his fields. The com m on difficulty is 
that he applies the particular tr* atm en t to 
the w hole field, not leavin g a portion for 
com parison, and he (guesses at th e result 
instead of w eigh in g and m easuring. 
We 
would not ask him to be laboriously accur­ 
ate. but a reasonable am ount ol care may 
betak en . 
Suppose, for exam ple, that he 
w ishes to ascertain the conipurative advan­ 
tages of tw o or three different m o es of 
planting or raising corn, th e num ber of 
stalks to th e hill. w hat variety is m ost pro­ 
ductive. 
He m ay adopt tw o m odes, either 
of w hich w ill require little or no additional 
labor, and at the sam e tim e givo him valu­ 
able inform ation. 
T he sim plest m ode will 
be. w hen cu ttin g up the crop, to m ake sev­ 
eral shocks ot each kind, or w ith each m ode 
of culture, all having the sam e num ber of 
hills, and then in h u sking to obtain the 
average product of each. 
By trying in this 
way th e average product ot half a dozen 
shocks of each, any m aterial advan tage of 
eith er w ill he at once discovered. 
The 
know ledge thus obtained m ay bo worth 
hundreds of dollars even tually, in m ltiv a t- 
m g fields of 40 or 50 acres for a succession 
of years. 
Another, and perhaps a m ore accurate 
mode, w ill be to plant the different kinds, 
or to apply the different m odes, in strips 
running a* rosa the field, and each inst wide 
enough for a row of shocks. W hen husking, 
count th e m in tier of bushels in parallel 
rows of equal length, and th e com parative 
m erits of each w ill Ie learned. T h is m ode 
w ill be Ie s liab le to error than th e first- 
m entioned mode, because the parallel strips 
of land em brace alik e the richer and poorer 
portions of the field; w h ile sin gle squares 
m ay vary m aterially in the qu ality of the 
soil. 
In testin g different varieties of th e potato, 
single parallel rows of equal length m ay be 
m easured in their several products, w here 
tlie object alone is to determ ine the com ­ 
parative m erits of varieties. 
But in ascer­ 
tain in g the effect of fertilizers, the exp eri­ 
m ent should extend to several rows, be­ 
cause tho fibrous roots, alw ays running sev­ 
eral feet horizontally, would feed on the 
m anure in th e n ex t row, if single rows were 
treated. 
In determ ining th e com parative results 
from different 
experim ents w ith sow ed 
gram , or in the treatm ent of m eadows. 
m easured strips of equal length should e x ­ 
tend across the field. and each sort be kent 
separate until threshed or weighed, <*xpi ri- 
m ents w ith each sort requiring more care 
and labor than w ith hill or drill culture 
Such experim ents as those, performed w ith 
a reasonable am ount of care, will give a far 
more reliable, accurate and valuable kn ow l­ 
edge til hi such as m ay be a* quired bv mere 
guessw ork. 
Plan> for such experim ents 
m ay be laid before th e busy season of spring 
opens. 


T H E E X P E R IM E N T . 


Home V alu ab le E xtracts from th e New 
Y ork E xp erim en t S tation 's A nnual 
R ep ort. 
In regard to the cu ttin g of barley, the 
experim ents show ed 
th at 
plants w hich 
fu lly m atured and ripened before cutting 
produced heavier grain than those cut at 
earlier or m edium m aturity. The oat crop 
show ed th at there was a visible gain of the 
progeny of the large over the sm all seed in 
per cent, of vegetation, rap dity of develop­ 
m ent of plant, yield of grain and straw and 
w eigh t of seed. 
T his i*xp -riment illu s­ 
trated the wisdom of planting selected seed. 
In Septem ber, 17 varieties of oats were 
planted, w ith the purpose in view of learn­ 
ing if any of these would w ithstand the 
northern w inter. T he plants did v e iy w ell 
u n til W interset in and they becam e covered 
w ith snow ; by spring every plant of all 
varieties was dead and brown. The follow ­ 
ing were the varieties 
planted: 
B u n ’s 
extra early rust proof; Georgian, Georgia 
red, rust proof: Grazing, m am m oth Rus­ 
sian: M illard’s Kansas 
hybrid, red rust 
proof: Rousse county couioim *. rustproof;

Longfellow , 
Pringle’s hybridized hullos-, 
w hite Austrian, w hite Russian. 
On Feb. 
IO, I h87, w hen Hie ground w as generally 
covered with snow, w ith here au l there 
hare 
patches 
exposed, 
a 
plat eleven 
tw en tieth s of an acre in area was sowifito 
w hite Russian oats, partly on the snow, 
partly on the soil. The seeding was gen­ 
erous. 
Another plat of the sam e size was 
sown to com m on, two-rowed Parley, in th e 
sam e proportions as Hie oats. 
Th 
con­ 
clusion is th at tile farm er need riot hesitate 
to soyy oats or barley late in the winter or 
early in the spring on ground where a fall- 
sown crop has failed. 
T he experim ents w ith potatoes showed 
th at th e average yield per lo o eyes of the 
product of the largest tuber, iii all the va­ 
rieties, w as 
164 
m erchantable 
tubers 
w eighing oz pounds I -.* i ounces, or a total 
yield of TOI tub rs, w eighing 93 rounds 
11 Va ounces, calculated per acre, allow pg 
every eye to have grown, and od poilu Is to 
the bushel, th e average yield of m erchant­ 
able potatoes would have been a ira Hon 
more than 129 bushels. The Green M oun­ 
tain yielded m ost. or a little more than :*85 
bushels of m erchantable tubers per acre* 
and tho Grange second, or about 3 l o >4 
bushels per acre. 
B row nell’s No. 5 5. Buffa­ 
lo B ill and Crane’s K eeper yield no m er­ 
chantable tubers. The roots of potatoes 
appeared to be less affected 1>. root prim ng 
than tin so ct corn. 'Hic cutting appeared 
to cheek the root grow th less, an I a larger 
proportion of the n ots gr- w loo deep tu b e 
reached by a pruning tool inserted at the 
depth of three inches. The dark-skinned 
varieties 
gave 
a sm aller percentage of 
scabby tub is than the w hite varieties 
Tho e h avin g a flesh colored skin were tlie 
m ost sus*-cpu 1 de to the scab. 
The root pruning of young coi n was found 
to be m)m* Otis. 
Tho pi* duet of m erchant­ 
able corn. being calculated per acre from 
average yields, allow ing ho pounds of tin*, 
freshly husked ears to represent a shelled 
bushel, it appeared that the root-pruned 
portion yielded at Hie rate 01 32 bushels 23 
p unds, and the portion not ro t pruned at 
the rat • of 62 bushi Is 70 poumis; in other 
words, the root-pruning made the difference 
betw een a poor and a good crop. 
T he follow ing are shown to have the best 
records; am ong m any hundred

Tho T illm gh ast cabbage: tlie long smooth 
blood beet; th e golden tankard m an gel’* 
th e w h ite B elgian carrot; the giant rocco 
onion.

Am ong strawberries, C ovill’s early was 
the earliest hi the list, and Cornelia and 
Jersey queen tlie latest to ripen; the l e a ­ 
n in g ’s w hite and Jum bo rem ained in bear­ 
ing th e greatest and th e Sharpens th e least 
num ber of d ais. T he greatest num ber of 
berries was obtained from the m atted row 
of the Mf A ern o n ;th e least from Lenning g 
1 w hite. 
The H ill nrrr ptoduciug the great­ 


est num ber of berries w as th e W ilson; th e 
least, Henning's w h ite; W oodruff. No. I, 
the greato t w eigh t of fruit, aud L eaning s 
w hite toe least w eight. T he average num ­ 
ber of berries nor ounce from the m atted 
rows was :*.2 ; from H ill rows. 8 .1 : average 
yield per m atted row, 22 qu arts; per Hill 
row, 7.3 quarts. T he raspberries show ed 
that the Hails ll ripened the first berries; 
M eredith queen was the last to ripen 4 the 
Caroline rem ained in bearing th e longest. 
T ile (Agawam blackberry produced very 
good fruit this season; th e flavor is the best 
of any variety in the above list, but it was 
not as productive as Taylor’s prolific or 
Stone’s hardy. 
T he industry gooseberry 
was badly aflected by th e m ildew ; m oun­ 
tain seedling and W ellington’s glory were 
som ewhat affect* d, but nm Ii less than tho 
industry. 
The other varieties of gooseber­ 
ries -bow ed little signs of m ildew. 
The station has a, out tw o acres of ground 
devoted to alfalfa, and although it m ay be 
fairly stated th at th e seed is expensive ami 
large vegetations not certain after soiling, 
the five years’experien ce as show n here cer­ 
tain ly indicates, if not proves, that alfalfa 
w ill thrive and do w ell in th is clim ate, and 
w here good needlings are secured wi I yi< Id 
alarge, valuable crop, especially through 
dry w eather. After repeated trials all of tho 
cow s ate prickly com frey w ith a relish and 
four of them voraciously. T he last cutting 
of fodder was given the cow s as drawn from 
the idat w it lout tile addition of sailor meal. 
In ensilage the lesson Of trials .seems to be 
th at the condition requisite for the success­ 
ful s ilo isexelu sion of Hie air and the pres­ 
ence of sufficient m oisture. T lie m eans of 
obtaining this condition m ay be various, but 
these trials indicate th a t tile w eight of the 
upper layers of the m aterial is sufficient to 
fnrnt.-h the com pression re m ired for th e 
su cessful preservation of the material be­ 
low it. and as th is com pression insufficiently 
accom plished before putrefactive ferm enta­ 
tion can occur, there is but com parative 
slight loss through decay of the upper por­ 
tion, w h ile Hie actual surface exposed to 
the air becom es rather dry and iii a m eas­ 
ure protective. 
It is to be noted that the 
upper layer, w hose destruction protects the 
rem ainder. I ei oui s de omposod only. Mil­ 
dew and browning In en silage does not ren- 
d r it u t palatable to cattle indeed in dried 
fodder corn it appears to act as a relish. The 
true province of ensilage is to supplem ent 
other foods and to serve as a condim ent 
food or as an appetizer. 
For th is purpose 
the acid has been found in th e one careful 
trial m ade to Le beneficial. 


T H E E N SIL A G E , 


In v estig a tio n s Go to S h ow T h a t It 
is G row in g P op u lar In M assachu­ 
setts. 
According to in vestigation s m ade by the 
N ew E ngland Farm er, en silage is all the 
w hile grow ing popular in M assachusetts. 
One farm er says th at 
som e 
im portant 
changes have been m ade in tho m anner of 
putting in th e adage. H e now grows corn 
th at w ill m ature earlier than th e varieties 
at first used. M any now use tho dent corns 
of th e M iddle States, such as th e Learning 
or tile N orthern hin t varieties. 
It has been 
proved th at a m ore m ature fodder will pro­ 
duce better silngo, even as unripe fruit or 
fodder is a source of danger. 
As a usual 
thing less seed is sown than form erly, 12 to 
IG i-uart- lier acre being as m uch as is now 
used iii th is vicinity. 
W hen Hint corns are 
grown it is com m on to break off th e ears 
beiore putting the fodder into tho silo. 
In 
his ow n case h e lins put ea sa n d all into 
the silo, saving th e breaking off, husking, 
sh ellin g and grinding, a m atter of 15 cents 
a bushel and lie has the corn even ly m ixed 
through tho silage. 
. 
. 
. 
It is best, says 
anotlnr. to have th e silo sm all in area and 
deep. a i by th is m ethod he can teed from 
the w hole top of the silage and with no 
waste, w hile by th e old m ethod of cu ttin g 
down Hie side, as practised by him for a > ear 
or two, there w as alw ays m ore or ess waste, 
together w ith m uch hard work. He thinks 
110 better feed can be had for m ilch cows 
than good silage and clean H ungarian hay, 
together w ith a grain ration containing 
a liberal 
portion 
o f shorts or 
gluten 
m eal. . . . 
In looking at different silos, 
rem arks a third, tiro or three in a single 
day, and seein g the silage and th e m ethods 
of feeding, his own opinion is that it is 1 est 
to let the crop g et w ell advanced toward 
m aturity ami cu t it tine w hen put in, and 
then depend upon it for only about half the 
ration to he fed. 
S ouk farm ers who cannot 
get power readily to cut th eir corn are put­ 
ting it in w hole. 
Som e lik e it quite w ed, 
others find it m uch more trouble to feed, 
and there is m uch more w asted by the 
cattle. . . . 
A fourth fan ner says he 
finds th at farm ers now prefer to let corn 
that is intended for the silo stand longer and 
becom e more m ature than was tile ton ner 
custom , claim in g th at the silage is less sour 
and more nutritious than when cut earlier. 
There is a d iversity of opinion in Tigard to 
w eighting the silage. H e found the sw etest 
silage where tho least w eigh t was applied. 
A lm ost all of those w ho b ileve in the silo 
have become convinced th at a m ature plant 
is more nutritious than one cu t in th e 
earlier stage of its grow th, being a com plete 
change of opinion from th at held five or six 
years ago,

W hat Farm er* Sh es* tit K n o w . 
In many places this year the hay crop was 
shortened by drought. 
Alino*t every where 
hay is gelling at a fair price on account of 
the deficient i orn and oat cion. 
W hether a 
fan ner shall soil bay or not cannot be de­ 
cided xvithout reference 
to his circum ­ 
stance#. 
Many farm ers condem n all sell­ 
ing of hay or straw as sure w ays to exhaust 
tlie farm. But in m any places this year 
th ey bring m uch m ore than their sm all 
inanuriai value, especially for tho straw, 
and they are not proportionally so cheap 
for feeding as gram or oil meal. 
To sell 
som e siraw aud invest th e m oney in richer 
food 
may often he good policy. Every 
farm er m ust d eterm ine tiffs for him self on 
tile relative values of tho feed, and not bv 
m ere prejudice in iavor o i m aking a large 
bulk of poor qu ality m anure. 
T he agricultural departm ent estim ates 
the wool el p o t 1887 at 265,000 OOO pounds. 
T hese figures are considerably less than 
estim ates of com m ercial authorities, aud 
less than for three previous years. 
Protection from cold is one of tho m ost 
im portant points in tile care of sheep, says 
Mr. W oodward, secretary of tile N ew York 
State A gricultural Soc cly. 
To produce 
w ool Hie sheep m ust be w ell fed. The pro­ 
du ction of w ool interferes w ith the pro­ 
duction of flesh.

S tatistics show th at more m oney is spent 
in tile United St ites for eggs than for flour. 
Farm ers w ant to look after th eir poultry 
and im prove it by gettin g tile hest stock.

In m y little treatise, “Chance and L uck,” 
I h a re spoken of Rambling as im m oral; 
and this opinion has been denounced and 
ridiculed as though it represented gam ­ 
bling as dishonest—w hich it m ay De and 
often is, but is not necessarily. It should 
be hardly necessary for me to say th a t the 
opinion I have expressed is th a t of tho 
m ost thoughtful philosophers of th e age, 
or th a t apart from the w eight of authority, 
th e w eight of evidence wh oh has shown 
again and again th a t gam bling is dem oral­ 
izing, suffices in reality to prove th a t it is 
essentially im m oral. B ut in this article I 
only intend to show th a t gam bling is un­ 
wise, beoause it does not pay—a low enough 
ground to take, no doubt, but the defenders 
of gam bling are never satistied w ith argu­ 
m ents addressed to them from a higher 
level th an th eir own. 
Indeed they are 
never convinced w ith any reasoning or 
sound ground; high or low, one m ay say to 
them w hat th e Irish soldier said to th e fel­ 
low soldier whom it was his duty to lash, 
“8trike high or strik e low there is no blaz­ 
ing ye.” 
T here is indeed one asserted advantage 
from gam bling w ith which I am unable to 
deal. It is said th a t th e pleasure derived 
from th e excitem ent w ith which the true 
gam bler w atches the chances of the play 
m ore th an surpasses all th e discom fort w ith 
w hich he contem plates later his losses, even 
though those should involve his whole for­ 
tune. I cannot deal w ith this argum ent, be­ 
cause I have never tested th e m atter by per­ 
sonal experience. I have know n th e dis­ 
com fort of m ind arising from the loss of all 
I possessed; but as unfortunately (for this 
p articular 
experim ent)

unspecuia- 
tive 
in 
its 
character so far as busi­ 
ness 
advices 
could 
inform 
m e —u n ­ 
know ing in such m atters—th ere was an te­ 
cedent excitem ent to m atch th a t di com­ 
fort. So far as I can judge from observation 
alike of persons engaged in heavy gam bling 
at public tables, or from the study of m en 
know n to bo engaged iu heavy and venture­ 
som e speculation, I should certainly not be 
led to conclude th a t th is excitem ent was 
particularly pleasurable. If such effects 
as I have observed result from pleasurable 
excitem ent, all I can say is th a t I siioud be 
m uch interested to observe the effects of 


I n te n s e ly P a i n f u l A n x ie ty 
upon th e sam e persons; for if they feel real 
anxiety as other folk do it m ust be som e­ 
w hat difficult to distinguish between their 
m anner of showing pain and pleasure. But 
I m ay furth er venture to express a doubt 
w hether all those who gam ble are entitled 
to the luxury of th s alleged enjoym ent, 
considering th at m ost m en Dave some duty 
—to wife, children, parents, etc.—and th at 
in th e event of loss or even ruin through 
undue in d ig e n c e in gam bling delights, 
these innocent sufferers experience 
the 
w orst of the bad effects, w hile th y have 
had no share in the delightful preceding 
excitem ent of the joys of gam tding; adm it­ 
ting, for the sake of argum ent, th eir exist­ 
ence, we m ay say, 
These violent delight* have violent end*. 
But of the fam ily sorrows follow ingthem , 
it m ay too often he said w ith sad tru th th at 
they last for life. Tri th e case of the h gher 
classes of speculative gam blers, who ruin 
m any fam ilies iii th eir m ad struggle for 
w ealth, the result is w h at was apt iv ex­ 
pressed in th e pages ot our English Punch 
after the trial of certain bank directors had 
Mided in th eir acq u ittal; a figure represent­ 
ing law embodied passes tho following ver­ 
v et on th e rascally b ut w ealthy swindlers, 
sequined 
through 
w hat 
was 
ii self a 
fraud, and on a pictured crowd of th eir un­ 
happy victim s, retired 
officers, country 
etergym en, widows, orphans and the like: 
“To you, honorable acquittal and retire­ 
m ent to your country villas; to you, hard 
labor for life.” 
The m ost striking evidence of the folly of 
fum blers is perhaps found in the fact th at 
while the laws of chance should not perm it 
Ely gam bler to hope th a t he can come out 
ore than even after any long trial of gaugi­ 
ng w ays (apart fr. rn tricks absolutely dis­ 
honest) every gam bler squanders bis w li­ 
kings, though his losses have all to be nu t 
In full. Gam blers even seem to recognize 
som ething unlucky rn saving any portion of 
their gains. "L ightly come. I ghtly go” is 
a m otto often heard in th eir m ouths, though 
as a m atter of f a 't every dollar which they 
w in has to be weighed against more than a 
dollar which they have lost or will lose, so 
th a t their w innings have not come lightly, 
but m ore heavily than the gains of those 
who prefer work to play. 
For even in fair gam bling, in any con­ 
siderable scale, tho challi es are never ab­ 
solutely even. The "bank” always reserve# 
a percentage of chances a t gam bling tables. 
The "profession” alw ays use tn eir superior 
knowledge to 


I n c re a s e T h e i r P r o f it s 
gad dim inish th eir risks in horse racing. 
In speculation, th e "toss-up” Isystem sug­ 
gested in "H en rietta” m akes th e actual 
chances of success or failure equal; but 
th en in speculation, especially on the cover 
system , there is always brokerage, aud 
this involves not only a percentage of 
chances a ainst the speculator but a much 
heavier percentage th an he suspects, seeing 
th a t it is estim ated not on each com para­ 
tively sm all single venture, but on the large 
nom nal value ot the stock dealt with, and 
is repeated in successive ventures—some 
lucky, some unlucky—so frequently in the 
case of the system atic speculator, that. re­ 
garded as percentage per annum , it corre- 
sdonds not w ith iO. 20 or 30, b u t. ften with 
several hundreds per cent. 
(The victim s 
prefer to call it one-eighth per cent., but 
nam ing it so pleasantly does not alter its 
real value.) 
The actual stiperstition underlying all the 
Enablers fancies about luck is belief th at 
i him self is bound one day to have an 
am azing stroke of Iuck. Many have been 
lucky or.unlucky in the past, or m ay have 
had a lair inter m ixture of good lu rk and 
bad luck. It m atters little w hat his past 
hasbeen. He is possessed of the supersti­ 
tion th a t his fcrtunesare to be distinguished 
at some tim e or other Jrom those of other 
glen. Else ho is not a thorough gam bler. 
B ut not one gam bler in ten thousand is 
ready to acknowledge his tru st in this fond 
fancy. 
The gam bler acts in ordinary business and 
reasons m all discussions about chances on 
tw ogeneral ftnacip es, each of which is in 
reality for rum an em bodim ent of his own 
personal superstitions; but cadi can be dis­ 
cussed on its m erits public v, w ithout his 
seem ing to claim th at exceptional quality 
w hich his superstition involves. 
The first of these gam bling n ot:ons is faith 
in “the vein.” 
I do not know who first 
gave to the absurdity this fam iliar name. 
B ut Ste nm ctz was the first to stare it 
definite ly as a faith to be accepted and a 
doctrine to Ie followed. 
The player is to 
observe the general run of events at the be­ 
ginning of a proposed ga rtbliug bout of any 
sort. in order to ascertain w hether lie is 
likely to be successlul. 
Ii events run 
favorably ha is to 
Go Un W ith the Play, 
as ha w ill then probably succeed through­ 
out. lf, on the contrary, events ru n un­ 
favorably, he had better desist. To be ob­ 
stinate, gays the old gambler Steinm etz 


(also accord1 ng to his own account, un old 
swindler) is to insure disaster. 
But, be 
udds, if you find yon nre in tho vein, by no 
m eans lo-o tho favorable opoortun ty. Go 
on as long os you can; you will surely be 
fortunate on th a t occasion a t any rate. Ho 
even suggested th e idea th at on one ct 
these fortunate occasions you may find vour 
luck im proving till tho gro t success of 
your life rew ards your put once. 
But if the tnt© gam bler has lull faith in 
“Ihe vein” he has no less faith in w hat lie 
calls "th e m aturity of the chances. 
again Steinm etz is rospons.ble for a t least 
the first full statem ent of the doctrine, if 
not for Its discovery—though gam ,dors have 
alw ays acted upon it more or loss con­ 
sciously. 
, 
, .. 
The doctrine of the raatur-ty of the 
chances de: ends on the belief th a t the 
longer events navo run In one way the 
greater is the probability th at they will 
begin to run the other way. 
lo take sim ­ 
ple cases, if heads have been tossed sev­ 
eral tim es in succession, the chance th at 
the next tossing will give tail is consider­ 
ab le; if however, head 
should 
appear 
once more, the c ance th a' the n ex t toss­ 
ing will give tail is greater yet; and so 
th e chance goes on increasing so long as 
heads appear, ih at the next tossing will 
I ring the chance about, w hich is bound, we 
know, to come sooner or later. Tho proba­ 
bility of a change is regarded as a fruit 
which grows m ore and more m ature as the 
change is delayed, until at last the m ilt ’s 
pretty neoned,and diops far the full benefit 
of tim w atchful gainbleis—if only he lins 
backed ms fall at the right moment. 
Steinm etz does not consider th a t either 
"t he vein” or "the m aturity ’ is a doctrine 
w hich needs defence, He st des ihese doc­ 
trines as self-evident truths, or at least as 
propositions wh ch aro seen to be self evi­ 
dent so soon as stated. Still he does give 
some am u cents for ihe m aturity doctrine 
which are worth noticing as 
tiiilteH tine: th o M easu re 
of w hat the gam bler regards as his m ind. 
W e know, says Steinm etz, th a t in toss ng a 
goin head or tail appear five tine s suc­ 
cessively less often than it appears four 
tim es successively, six tim es Jess often than 
five times, seven tim es less n fttn th an six 
tim es; and so on continually; hence it is 
obvious th a t at each successive throw of 
tho same Kind ti c chance is dim inishing 
th a t the next throw will he also of th at 
kind. A t the gam e of hazard "seven” may 
be throw n i\vu h two dice) four. five, six, 
seven, eight tim es in succession: it has once 
been throw n even nine t imes, bat it leis 
lier er been th: own successively so often as 
IO times. Tim inference is obvious; there 
are lim its to the num ber of tunes th at 
"seven” can be throw n successively, aud 
the nearer we approach th a t lim it tile less 
likely is another "seven” to be throw n. 
lr never occurs of course to the loosely 
built mind of a gam bler to observe th at 
the question in regard to the m aturity of 
chances is not as to the absolute num ber 
of occasions when rem arkable sequence* 
occur, but as to the num ber of tim es when 
an eighth follows a seventh, a ninth an 
eighth, a tenth, a ii nth in us m any eases 
proportionate y as 
a ninth 
lo lows an 
eiglitn. an eighth a seventh, and so on. 
I o 
lak e the tossings of a coin, for exam ple, 
and to substitute procise statem ents I r 
tim m ere "oftener’ and "less often* of a 
S te in m e tz in any long series of tossings 
there will be ob erved only half as many 
sets of 10 successive heads as of nine h ead s; 
half as m my sets of nine as of eight, and 
so on ; but it is precisely because the num ­ 
ber of such sets thus halves continually 
as we increase th# ru n n ier of successions 
considered th at we know the chance for 
yet another "head” alter any set of them 
to 
be just 
equal to 
the 
chance 
for 
a 
"tail.” 
Even 
chances 
m ean 
pre­ 
cisely th at in one-half of a great num ber of 
trials the lesult will be of one kind, and in 
the other half of the other 
Tho equal oc­ 
currence of “heads” and "tails" in any 
great num ber of trials requires th at the 
num ber ot sets of sequences of lo shall be 
h alf the num ber of setR of seqm nces of 
nine; these half the num ber of sets of se­ 
quences of eight. aud so fo rth ; yet the be­ 
lievers in the 
Doctrine of Hie M aturity 
of the chances positively find an argum ent 
for a constant dim inution in the chance of 
tossing "head” as the num ber of past 
‘ heads” increases in this successive halving 
which p roles th at there is no dnnirm t on. 
If any one were to ar urn from a dem onstra 
tiou on tho quality of a square en the long­ 
est side of a right-angled triangle to the 
squares on the other two sides th at there­ 
fore a triangle presenting this property was 
obviously not right-angled he could not 
show a more illogical m in i than Stein- 
inetz. in his defence of Hie doctrine of the 
m aturity of the chances or th a t gam ­ 
blers generally in their acceptance of a 
doctrine which iii reality is preposterous. 
But the two doctrines of "the vein" and 
of “the m aturity of the chances" are not 
only inherently absurd, they are contra­ 
dictory the one to the other 
The "vein” 
doctrine, and a very vain doctrine it is. sup­ 
poses th at luck which has gone one wav for 
a tim e will continue to go th at way. The 
’ m atur ty ” doctrine assorts, on the con­ 
trary, th at when luck tins gone for a certain 
tim e one way it is bound to change. Each 
is equally opposed to the true doc t rine that 
when In Ic has gone one way for a lim e it 
is neither more likely to change than less 
T h at folks who cannot see clearly in m at­ 
ters so sim ple as these should go wrong in 
more difficult problem s is natural enough. 
Gam blers 
have 
tried to see their way 
through the most difficult of all chance 
prob ems, th a t of determ ining how to win 
eertainlv on gains of pure chance. Their 
attem pting the thing shows 
how 
little 
t ay real.y know about chance; just as 
th e attem pts m ade by certain mcchani- 
cians to solve the problem of th e p rpetual 
motion shows th at they know nothing 
about mechanics. 
Precisely as the per- 
petual-m otion paradoxer closes his eyes to 
the force lo be put into his m echanism , in 
order to balance the work it b a sto do, so 
the g a m 'ler w ith a system closes Irs eyes 
tc> tim risks be takes and notes only tho 
chances of success he seem s to secure. 
A single exam ple m ust suffice, and a 
sim ple one. as m ost system s of the kind (or 
"m artingales,” as they aro called), though 
they may bo sim ple enough la th e working, 
requires som ew hat intricate calculations 
for their full analysis. 
Suppose a gam ble bus faith in the simple

And in 
like m anner, win never he wins ho wins a 
b alanic of $10. Tins is very pleasant—un ­ 
less lie losesoften enough to reach the lim its 
of Ins purse. To the risk of that he closes 
his eyes. Yet if he plays long th at event 
will occur once in 128 trials of the sy-tem , 
if he o pends his w innings (lk o a ll true 
gamblers) as List as made, and keeping 
them will m ake no difference, except as to 
the num ber of trials, which is raised to 25u.

Some p at off the evil 
day, and m ake ea It venture an alm ost cer­ 
tain way of winning a given su m ; but these 
seem ingly safe metln d ai e correspondingly 
slower, insom uch th at mom totals have to 
bo m ad ', aud so the unfortunate result 
which occurs only once (on the average' in 
a large num ber of trials, gets th at large 
num ber of chances of occurring and is thus 
practically ensured. 
It is to be observed th at in any such case. 
following 
any 
of 
those 
"m artingale” 
schemes, on auy absolutely even syste it of 
gam bling, th e gam bler’s losses would be 
equalled by h s gain: in the long run. at 
least, though he m ight be som ewhat ahead 
or 
Som ewhat In Arrears. 
hts balance of gain or loss would ba very 
sm all indeed (practically as nothing) com­ 
pared w ith the to a1 am ount of his gains or 
of his losses. 
B ut it would be necessary, 
even for this result, th at b s gains should 
all be carefully banked as macle. 
And 
w hat folly for a reason,ng being to employ 
ala rg e portion of his tim e in working at 
w hat, even at its lest, gives him Lur an 
even chanco cf gain or loss! ^forever, it 
is to be no .iced ut the first place, th at the 
proportional equality of gains and los-csis 
by no m eans inconsistent w ith tho possi­

It is because oi this characteristic differ­ 
ence between loss ami gain in gam bling 
th a t every waiter m ot backed By fraud) is a 
loss as soon as made, lf my whole property 
is represented ty IOO and I r .sk 50on an 
even chance. I am poorer than I was. be­ 
cause instead of possessing a sure loo, I 
have a half chance of having m y propel ty 
precisely dim inished in th 
p”oport'ori of I 
to 2, which is not com pensated bv the half 
chain e I have of having it in Teased as 2 to 
8. The rate of poss Die dim inution is rep­ 
resent' d by 2, the rate of possible increase 
is repie-ented by only I ¥2. 
I have been speak.ng throughout, be it 


understood, of gam bling, not of suofi sm all 
stakes or wagers a# m en may -ut reduce or 
m ere am usem ent and w ithout any poss - 
liilitv tb it, w hether they lea 
or gain, they

defeat or v,d o ry at some gam e or in regard 
to the backing of stun

serious rem arks against gam bling in my

BOSTON COOKING SCHOOL. 


Demonstration Lecture Yes­ 
terday Morning. 


Coffee, Bavarian Cream, Corn Meal Waf­ 


fles, Chocolate with Whipped Cream. 


Lyonnaise Tripe And Broiled Tripe—A 


Delicious Oyster Stew. 


Th-' second lecture in tile second course 
a t the Boston Cooking School yesterday 
m orning included the following dishes: 


('a ffe c t l l a v a r i n t i C r e a m . 
Boil on e-fo u rth cu p ground coffee in on e 
cu p m ilk. Beat yo ks of lour eggs, add one 
cu p sugar, one-half sa I (spoon in salt. Pour 
on tho hot m ilk . Cook until it thicken# 
s ig h tly : then add one-third hex gelatine 
soaked in one-third cup cold w ater; stra it 
all in to a p an, set on ice. stir o ften ; w h e n 
thick add o n e pint cream w hipped; stir in 
lightly until thick enough to pour in to a 
mould lined w ith lady lingers. 
In whipping tho cream use a whip churn 
which is m ade on tho principle of a toy 
squirtgun.only w ith a perforated m onth in­ 
stead of an open m outh, or like an old-fash­ 
ioned "up and dow n” churn, w ith a perfor­ 
ated bottom . This is used to atake frothy 
w hipped cleam .not the thick, solid variety. 
Use rather thin cream and give short.qu ck 
strokes w ith tile dasher ol the churn, and if 
the cream nets thick th in it with m ilk. 
Those who live in the city and buy their 
cream will find it to their advantage to pur­ 
chase tho thick clotted cream find thin it 
w ith m ilk, rath er than ta gi t tit# thinner 
cream at the outset. Rather thin cream 
will oft n thicken if it is pure and of good 
quality by allowing it to stand on the ice 
for a tinio. 
lf it is considered desirable to have Urn 
cream more strongly fin voted w ith coffee 
the m ilk and coffee may be cooked together 
for a long Bino, or more coff <■ can be used. 
W hen lining the mould with m accaroons 
cut off the lower etui# of the first row. to 
rn ke them tam! up around the edges; the 
next row, if the m ould is deep enough to 
need more than one. is fitted in above tho 
others w ithout cutting the ends. It is not 
wet! to lei any dish of the sort stand over 
night, as the lady fingers, or w hatever cake 
is used to line the mould, will get soaked 
and so t. Fill the mould up above tho 
( ake, so th at when turned out it will reston 
the cream. 
Tile quantity m ade above will m ake two 
sm all moulds full of the cream ,or one largo 
m ould. 
C o rn M eal W affle* . 
One cud Hour, I cup white corn m eal. 
2 tablespoons sugar, I heaping toast con 
baking powder, 1 » teaspoon salt, m ixed to­ 
gether; then add beaten yolks ot a eggs 
ami 1'+ cups m ilk, and last the beaten 
w hites of 3 eggs and one tablespoon butter, 
m elted. 
Sour m ilk or part sour cream may be used 
for this instead of th e sw eet m ilk, when 
soda m ust of course be used instead of the 
baking powder. 
About a teaspoonful of 
soda would be used. 
It is supposed th a t adding the m elted 
butter at the last m akes the waffles crisp. 
The waffle iron may be greased w ith bu t­ 
ter. salt pork, lard or drippings, pre fora Ty 
the form er, only bo sure to grease Hie iron 
thoroughly. 
If oho ever had the waffles 
stick silo would never spare the grease 
again, for the rem it is very disagreeable. 
W adies will stick to a now iron anyw ay, To 
clean and smooth them t oil in w ater witli 
hay or potato parin rs. then grease aud put 
into tlie oven to burn off ; repeat the latter 
operation several tim es, nnu then in nil 
probability tho first cooked in tho iron will 
stick, as nothing but u e will thoroughly 
sm ooth them . Any housekeeper who has 
been through this experience would be glad 
to pay double price for a second-hand iron. 
Sprinkle sugar over tho waffles w hen 
served, or use a sauce or syrup. 
CHOCOLATE. 
P u t tw o squares chocolate, two table­ 
spoonfuls sugar and two tablespoonfuls 
w ater into a saucepan; when m elted add 
one pint hot water, boil five m inutes, then 
ado one pint hot m ilk. Serve w ith whipped 
cream . 
Tho chocolate used is common cooking 
chocolate unsw eetened. 
W hen well cooked add th e m ilk and serve 
w ith whipped cream on top. 
Chocolate is improved by a little flavor of 
vanilla added at the last m om ent just before 
being taken from the stove. 
O y s te r S t e w . 
Aud one cud w a ter to one q u a rt o y sters, 
w ash and d ra in ; p u t th e liquor d ra in ed 
th ro u g h th e o y ste r s on to boil, s k im th o r­ 
o u g h ly . add th e o y sters, and co o k u n til 
th o r e d g e s cu rl; add o n e p in t h o t m ilk , one 
ta b lesp o o n fu l b u tter and sa lt a n d p ep p er to 
ta ste. 
This rule m akes a m ost delicious stew if 
carefully followed. The broth is just right 
and the flavor delicious. I h e trouble with 
m ost "hom e-m ade” stews is th a t they are 
too thick. A real delicate stew should have 
no thickening in the broth w hatever. 
S tro lle d T r ip * . 
Boil 25 m inutes, drain and dry, spread 
w ith butter, salt and pepper, dredg • with 
flour. Broil until brown. .Spread w ith but­ 
ter, garnish w ith parsley ana lemon. 
Use honeycom b tripe for this dish. The 
boiling in addition to the cooking it has had 
before com ing trom the batcher destroys 
its proverbial toughness and m akes tripe 
one of the m ost easily digested substances. 
Meat, tripe and anything to be broiled is 
usually done better a t large hotels or restau­ 
rants than one can do them a t home. The 
reason for this is th a t a t large establish­ 
m ents tile broiling is (lone over a charcoal 
lire kent for the purpose. One can get Die 
sam e effect at nom e by spreading some 
charcoal over the coal tire. This sort of a 
fire is even, and does not burn the articles 
so readily as the coal fire. • 
I-y o n n a ise T rip e . 
Fry I tablespoon 
chopped onion in I 
heaping tablespoon butter until yellow ; add 
tile tripe, cut im o sm all D ices, I table­ 
spoon vinegar, I tablespoon chopped pars­ 
ley, I teaspoon salt, I saltspoou pepper; 
sim m er five m inutes, then serve. 
Don’t fry th e onion too m uch, as it be­ 
comes bitter if too brown. 
N e x t W o rk 
tho lesson will include fricassed chicken, 
cream ed potatoes, gingerbread, lady fingers, 
C harlotte Rush# and coffee.

T h e Seven B ibles. 
(Home Journal.] 
The seven principal Bibles of the world 
are the Koran of the M ahom etans, the 
Eddas of the Scandinavians, the Tripitikes 
of the Buddhists, the Five Kings of the 
Chinese, the three Vecias of the Hindoos, 
the Z endavesta aud th e Scriptures of the 
Chr stians. The Koran s the m ost recent 
of these seven Bibles, and not older than 
tho seventh < entury of our era. It is a com­ 
pound of quotations from the Old and New 
i’es'am ents, tho T alm ud and the Gospel < f 
St. Barnabas. The E ddas of the Scandina­ 
vians w a. first published ii tho fourteenth 
century. The Pitikes of the Buddhist-* con­ 
tain 'Ublitne m orals a a l pure aspirations, 
but th eir author lived and d.ed in the sixth 
century be,ore Christ. 
The sacred w ritings of th e Chinese are 
call* d the Five Kings, king m eaning web 
of cloth or tlie warp th a t keeps the threads 
in their place.

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COAL STRIKE INVESTIGATIONS. 
At last Congress is going to adopt the 
suggestion m ade in T i le G l o b e a few 
weeks ago and will investigate the coal 
troubles in Pennsylvania. 
W e are glad of 
this for m any reasons. 
In th e first place 
Pennsylvania is a monopoly ridden, ring- 
ruled Com m onwealth, in w hich th e xraice 
of a few m ilhonnaire coal and iron kings is 
more potent than Hie cries of tho starving 
worknu n. 
The State lias good laws for 
the protection of the m iners—probably 
as 
good 
as 
there 
are 
in 
the 
country—but in spite of laws and in spite of 
agitation the people are not in a healthy or 
prosperous condition, A nother and prob­ 
ably Hie chief fault am ong the coal m iners 
is that m any of tho w orkm en are Italians 
and Huns, who are of a low grade of intel­ 
ligence, and who live m uch more cheaply 
than it is possible for an intelligent, self­ 
respecting class of people to exist. There 
are other evils w hich tend to m ake the lot 
of the average m iner far from a happy one. 
Perhaps Congress can offer no rem edy for 
the trouble. A congressional investigation 
is not a certain panacea for all social ills. 
This has been proved m any times. It still 
rem ains a fact, however, th a t tho more an 
evil is ventilated, the sooner it is remedied. 
The decision of Congress, to look into Hie 
troubles, should therefore be hailed w ith 
joy by every sincere friend of labor. 
It is an axiom in lalior circles th at men 
should receive an equal am ount of pay for 
an equal am ount of work. So long as th e 
W yoming m iners get $8 a week, xvhile the 
Schuylkill and Lehigh m en receive $2.75 a 
day, there will be diss itisfaction in the coal 
districts. 
If Congress can 
forward 
an 
equitable adjustm ent of wages and suggest 
any way in w hich the cheap foreign labor 
shall become more m anly and intelligent, 
or be shut out from tho unequal con peti­ 
tion w ith Am erican labor, the work of the 
com m ittee will have done m uch good.

The world profits even w hen it loses its 
great m en whose distinction is real rather 
than factitious. 
We will continue to be 
profoundly thankful th a t genuine fam e is 
not yet w holly conditioned by publicity, 
and 
th a t fulness of attainm ent is not 
strictly m easured bv breadth of reputation. 
W e need not all of us become proficients 
in botanical science to entertain som ething 
like an adequate opinion of the vast and 
w onderful acquirem ents of th e late Pro­ 
fessor A s a G r a y —a m an unpretending in 
dem eanor, personally unknow n to the mass 
of people who anim ate their age, destitute 
of every common m otive th a t forms an in­ 
gredient in am bition, and pursuing only the 
vision th a t led him far into the depths of 
the knowledge on xvhich he fed his earthly 
being. W hat he was as a naturalist in the 
glorious departm ent of his choice becomes 
suddenly revealed at his departure.

Beside th e gigantic feats of modern en­ 
gineering science Hie famous seven won­

world

of building a Mt. Cenis tunnel, a Suez, canal 
or tho colossal work now on foot in the Isth­ 
m us of Panam a as is a child to accomplish 
the tasks of a full-grown man. 
So enorm ous is the problem of success­ 
fully com pleting the Panam a canal th at the 
heavy staff of engineers engaged in super­ 
intending the work are staggered at the 
possibly fatal contingencies which develop 
as the work goes on, and they are really 
feeling their way. It is the serious fact th at 
they are feeling their way with 8200,OOO, 
OOO of hard earnings invested by the agri 
cultural classes of France th at threatens 
the m ost m om entous consequences to the 
politics and social stability of th a t country, 
should this vast schem e finally collapse. 
Some idea can be forint d of tile titanic 
engineering operations in progress in the 
casual fact th a t in 1880 M. d e L essees was 
honored w ith a salute in tile form of a blast 
charged w ith 8,250 pounds of dynam ite. 
Upwards of 12.000 laborers are employed, 
and 20.000 moro are wanted. The hospital 
establishm ent is itsell a colony, employing 
30 physicians m d 50 apothecaries. The 
obsequious undertaker is dispensed with, 
and w ith little cerem ony the 7 percent, of 
laborers, w hich covers the average death 
roll, are deposited in neighboring trendies. 
The canal is not yet anything like half 
com pleted. A rough estim ate of the final 
cost is #600,000,000, though double this 
am ount m ay De required. It was to stim u­ 
late the masses to Invest their surplus earn­ 
ings th a t M. d e L e h h k p s organized his 
great lottery schem e which the French 
governm ent has interdicted. 
T here is som ething very impressive in the 
picture of this devouring maw into which 
the m illions of a frugal and hardw orking 
people are being poured.

Wo give today some hints for fancy work, 
m any of them in reply to requests from 
readers. 
First, here are directions for m aking some' 
dainty tablo napkins, arranged by Mrs. Eva 
M a re Niles, who gives also some of the 
knitting and crochet rules given below. 
For the

T a b le N apkin* 
select cloc6, even linen, of the kind used 
for sheeting, and one and a half yards wide, 
and see th a t it has no uneven threads. Have 
it washed in strong, boiling hot suds, well 
rinsed, and then boiled n clear w ater, to 
rem ove the starch and render it pliable; 
rinse in clear, cold w ater, and p u t to dry 
w ithout th e addit on of blueing. H alf a 
yard 
and 
one 
inch 
is 
sufficient for 
one 
dozen 
napkins. 
W hen 
dry. 
cut 
off 
perf e.tly 
straight 
the 
selvage. 
Divide 
th e 
linen 
into 
two 
pieces, 
each of w inch will bo a quarter of 
a 
vard iii w idth by a yard aug a h a lt in length. 
Each of these pieces to be cut into six. giv­ 
ing 12 pieces in all. each nine inches square. 
One feels th a t the decoration of these nap­ 
kins m ay bo quite elaborate, now th a t the 
real Scotch linen flosses m ay be obtained 
■so cheaply, and can also be washed and 
ironed. The colors, instead of lading, are 
only brought out brighter by th e iron. 
These flosses come in over SO beautiful 
shades,

land, 
bv Finlayson,

Co. 
The flosses aro five cents a skein, each 
skein containing 60 yards. H ave the nap­ 
kin; stam ped any design preferred. A 'e t 
done in fans would be very pretty. O utline 
them in light blue linen floss, w ith an inner 
line of pink linen floss. Navy, w ith light 
bino; sage green, w ith pink, or any other 
colors th a t contrast or harm onize; m ake 
the stick and ribs of bam boo color or old 
gold. An open fan may be outlined in old 
gold, sticks and all, w ith sprays of star­ 
shaped 
flowers 
done 
in 
red, 
steins 
In light 
blue 
and 
leaves 
in green, 
this 
in 
fine 
outline. A 
spider’s web 
hanging 
from 
a 
branch, 
just 
cover­ 
ing over one side of the napkin is pretty. 
O utline the stem s in olive, leaves in green. 
and th e web in light-blue linen floss,making 
it out perfectly round, but larger one way 
than another. Have some of the rays to pro 
jt ct a I ttle. others caught on the branches, 
and from one of the lower ones a spider 
w hile in tho web a stitch or two 
isling, — ,

An apple bough, w ith a leaf of green here 
and there, tiny flowers of rod and pink,som e 
of w hich have drifted off before a gentle 
wind, m ake beautiful designs. Fringe out 
the napkins all round, and, if wished, acid 
draw n work above fringe. For a largo nap­ 
kin to place on the table under a dish of 
m eat, take tine butcher’s linen, a piece one 
yard wide and one yard long. This allows 
for a hem or fringe. About half an inch 
above hem all round have a design stain ped; 
straw berries, stem and loaves would lie 
pretty. W ork ti e who e design w ith w hite 
Scotc h linen floss. 
Txvo skeins will be 
enough. 
The cold m arble of one’s dressing table or 
bureau loses its cheerless aspect w hen a 
line'll cover is used. A piece of linen a yard 
and a half long and three-eighths in w idth 
should he fringed an inch and a half at 
front and back, w ith a m uch deeper one at 
tile ends. 
W ork a border an inch deep. 
leaving a space above the fringe, or put m 
draw n work. 
Use red, old gold, bright 
yellow, light blue, w ith a touch here and 
there of navy blue linen floss. A spray of 
w isteria at one end and apple blossoms at 
the other are pretty. 


A K nitted Jersey for Lady. 
M aterials—T hree skeins of starlig h t Ger­ 
m antow n yarn, two ot the coarsest steel 
needles. 
Cast on 50 stitches and k n it plain garter 
stitch hack and forth till it is 12 finge rs 
long. Now yon m ust sew neatly together 
w here you bound off and xvhere you cast 
on. T his leaves you a circle. 


Fold once on th e xvrong side, so as to 
bring the seam in th e centro, and sew again, 
leaving a space of som e th ree and a, half 
inches c pen at each end for arm holes. 
Crochet a shell edge round arm holesm nd 
ail round outside, bow on buttons or tie in 
ribbon to fastened.

Germ antow n, bone tricot hook, xvhito silK 
cord and two silk tassels. 
Com m ence in centre of cap w ith 9-cliain, 
join round. 
F irst round—14 s c under the chain. 
Second round—I s c into a stitch, xx’orking 
under both horizontal loops together, 2 s c 
worked in the same wa* into the uextstitch, 
repeat all ro u n d ; this xviii m ake 7 increases 
in the round. 
Each round is like the second, w ith the 
exception th a t there xviii be one more stitch 
betw een the increasi s in each round. Con­ 
tinue to work round, increasing in every 
round until tile crown m easures it inches 
across, then xvork one round w ithout in­ 
crease.

Crocheted S kirt for Lady. 
M aterials—One pound of S tarlight Scotch 
yarn or one and a naif pounds of Lady Grey, 
a bone tricot hook. 
M a k e a chain 26 incues long. 
F irst row—Star stitch all across, in every 
row fasten off yarn at end, and always cora 
m onte each row at the same end as at first; 
this xviii be bot tom 1 part of skirt. 
secon d row—I double crochet into every 
stitch. 
T hird row —W ork I triple treble into haole

M aterials—5 ounces of w hito Lady Grey 
xvool. four steel needles, No. 14. 
Com m ence w ith tho band for the w aist; 
cast on 28 stitches, work backw ard aud 
forward in plain knitting' u n til you have 
worked 18 or 20 inches; now com m ence tho 
decrease for the pointed flap. 
F irst roxv—Narrow, k n it 6 plain, slip I, I 
plain, pass the slip stitch over. k n it to 
w ithin 10 stitches of the end, slip I, I pidgin, 
pass slipped stitch over, ti pla.n, liarroxv. 
Scc< nd row—7 plain, m ake 2. k n it plain 
till last 7 stitches, m ake 2, 7 plain.

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SENATORS TALK TARIFF. 


Sherman’s Manifesto Ana­ 
lyzed by Mr. Kenna. 


inconsistency and Insincerity of the 


Republican Party’s Position. 


Discussing the Immigration Laws and 
the Shipbuilding Industry. 


W a shington, Feb. 2.—In the Senate to­ 
day, Senator H enna of West V irginia re­ 
plied to Senator S herm an’s tariff speech as 
follows: 
Tlte senator from Ohio had dismissed the 
solemn w arning of the president w ith a 
wave of the hand. He had treated a large 
and growing treasury surplus as a m atter 
neither requiring attention nor justifying 
apprehension. 'I lie great statesm an whom 
Mr. Sherm an had quoted did not share such 
an otnnion. Mr. Sherm an hail garbled the 
words w hich lie quoted from President Jef­ 
ferson so as to justify his own opinion. Mr. 
Jefferson had solemnly invoki d a change 
in the organic law of the land to avert 
th ed an g ei of a surplus. General Jackson. 
D aniel W ebster and a successhm of Repub­ 
lican 
presidents and 
secretaries of the 
treasury aud shared the apprehension ex­ 
pressed by President C leveland., Repub­ 
lican statesm en voiqing such opinions had 
not been Uenoum en as free traders, 
lh o 
voices of resp nsible officials of the govern­ 
m ent were united in the expression of ap­ 
prehension of tile dangers which President 
OI veland has called 
upon Congress to 
avert. 
No patriotic Am erican, excepting possibly 
Sherm an him self, calm ly contem plates tho 
unnecessary w ithdraw al and hoarding of 
money. 
Senator Sherm an had protested 
m ost vigorously against 
tile P resident’s 
declaration th at 
t he 
internal 
revenue 
should not tie done away with. hi I att 7 
Senetor Sherm an him self had expressed 
m uch 
the same opinion th at lie 
now 
so 
severely 
critic sos. 
In 
I MSO 
and 
in 1882, he had eloquently and forcibly 
m aintained much th e same view. Senator 
Sherm an had charged that th e treasury 
surplus was due to the President’s failure 
to exercise his legal lum tions. This charge 
was rased mtiinly upon the fact th at lite 
President had opposed shipping subsidies. 
Iipou such criticism the President could 
well afford to meet the issue. The senator’s 
policy would continuo to drive Am erican 
ships fr rn th e ocean, w hile he subsidised 
the few th at were able to continue in ser­ 
vice; to put sugar on the m e list in the in­ 
terest of “pam pas and helots” and subsi­ 
dize the mem ory of its Am erican producers. 
Senator Henna then proceeded to a dis­ 
cussion in detail of the effect upon the rev­ 
enue and upon dem esne interests <f a 
judicious revision et the tariff, d ep u tin g 
alm ost everv economic 
propod to n ad­ 
vanced by Mr. Sherm an, and m aintaining 
th a t the P resident’s suggestions pointed 
the way, not only to relief from burden­ 
some taxations and th e dangers of ex­ 
ec; sive revenue, b ut also to increased pros­ 
perity and the correction of innum erable 
evils w ithout disregard for any ot the estab­ 
lished interests of this country. 
Senator K enna argued th a t It was 
T rite W e H a v e No (Ship.. 
They are prohibited, together w ith obscene 
literature, counterfeit co nn and contagious 
diseases. 
These constitute the excluded 
class, yet obscene literature finds admission, 
and ho does counterfeit coin and conta­ 
gious disease. Republican protection suc­ 
ceeded only in excluding 
ships. 
Tho 
Bi nator 
from Ohio, who 
viewed w ith 
com placency the surplus in the treasury. 
perhaps congratulated him self th at thoro is 
no surplus in ship-’. The policy of subsidies. 
winch is advocated, could not correct the 
evils of the pretended policy of protection

Senator Sherm an referred to a proposed 
degradation of the working man. The Pres­ 
ident proposed only to lift his burden and 
give him equal opportunities in the stru g ­ 
gle for life. The freedom, intelligence and 
M an h o o d of A m e ric a n T a b o r. 
exerted at the polls, would not allow pres­ 
en t conditions to exist longer. The Presi­ 
dent stands squarely by the platform upon 
w inch he was elected, and 
Mr. K enna 
wished to express his hearty co-operation. 
H e expected from the House a bill trained 
in a spirit of conservative fairness to all 
sections and interests.

Flood of Eloquence from Amos J. 
Cummings. 


General Weaver’s Goat Buttons and the 
Head of Julius Caesar Burrows. 


Washington, Feb. 3.—T here tens an en ­ 
tertaining and characteristic scene iii the 
House of Representatives on the afternoon 
of Friday, Jan. 27. 
Business had been run­ 
ning very sm oothly, w hen suddenly a m em ­ 
ber discovered a grain of sugar in the crack 
of a fiy’s foot. Iii u second nearly everv 
law yer on th e floor of the House was on the 
qui vive. Each naturally w cut for his share 
of the sugar, and there was a exhilarating 
tim e. In tho shower of legal wisdom th a t 
followed, a dam of eloquence was broken 
and the House was flooded for hours. The 
result was harrow ing. New m em bers were 
drenched to the skin. Ono by one they 
either stole into the cloak rooms or de­ 
scended into tho 
restaurant for safety. 
Even the most studious am ong them suc­ 
cum bed whoa tile gas lights began to danco 
above the glass coiling of tho cham ber. Tho 
debate lasted for hours. Such a splitting of 
legal hairs has rarely been seen. 
E ach law yer m ade a break for precedents. 
Law books and Congressional Records w* re 
heaped upon tho desks of Hie disputants. 
G arm ents of dead lum inaries of Hie law 
were draw n Horn the wardrobes of the past, 
and were shaken so thoroughly that their 
dust penetrated every crevice in the Capi­ 
tol. T he galleries were crowded w ith suee- 
tutors, who were evidently lest in wonder. 
If a score of old-tim e farm ers, flails in hand, 
had appeared upon tho floor b low them 
threshing a single rye straw th e visitors 
could not have been more am azed. There 
was no tune lim it, as Would have been the 
case if an im portant bill had been under 
consideration. 
Good, bad or indifferent, 
the lawyers took tu rn s in airing their legal 
loro, to tho evident alarm of m em bers un­ 
versed in legislation, and probably to tho 
g reat satisfaction of tho printers employed 
Iii the governm ent office. 
The discuss on arose in com m ittee of the 
w hole on private hills. 
The reports of the 
eoiu’t of claim s oh bills referred to them by 
th e previous Congress were Aret on tho 
calendar. Eat Ii of these bills provided for 
the paym ent of a governm ent debt. 
Hie 
point of order was raised in com m ittee th at 
tlieso bills had been 
W ro n g ly P la c e d on th e C a le n d a r. 
Tho discussion developed th e fact that it 
was the usage to consider such bills before 
the consideration of other private hills. 
It 
further 
developed 
the 
fact 
th a t 
Speaker Carlisle had placed these bills 
first 
on 
the 
calendar 
w ithout objec­ 
tion from the House. 
Somo of tho law ­ 
yers argued tho pu n t th a t the business of 
Hie F in tieth Congress should take preced­ 
ence of the business of the Foity-uinth 
Congress. 
The argum ent was tlikt the 
private bills reported from 
com m ittees 
should go on Hie calendar iii the*order re­ 
ported. and th a t the reports from tho < ourt 
of Claim s should lie referred to com m ittees 
on claim s fi r action. After discussing this 
qu-sHon for tw o hours Mr. Bland of Missouri 
broke cover. He raised the point that the 
calendar could no t be changed iii com m ittee 
of the whole, but m ust Ie changed, if 
changed at all. w hile tho House was in 
regular session. By this tim e, however, 
the lawyers had got to running at such a 
terrible ra e of speed that Mr. H atch evi­ 
dently thought it would bo dangerous to 
abruptly stop them . Borne of the gearing 
m ight give way and an accident occur. He 
let the train run on until the steam gave 
out, and it stopped on a dead level. Then 
he decided th a t the m atter m ust be settled 
in open House and afterw ard reported the 
m atter to said House. 
Sunset Cox, the 
speaker pro tem . then ruled th a t the hiils 
were properly on the calendar and the 
House voted to send them to the proper 
com m ittees. 
The grain of sugar w asthusexlracted from 
the foot of the fly and Hie lawyers were left. 
The debate brought out Hie m en wdio are 
usually reaffv to talk on any subject. These 
m en may be aptly term ed the skirm ishers 
of th e House. 
They are to be found on 
both sides of Hie cham ber. A few of them 
are pithy and concise. O thers will b e a ta 
grain ol gold until it covers tho boundaries 
of their districts. 
All are earnest and are 
apparently w orking in the interests of their 
constituents 
At tim es, however, some are 
found who talk witn a clearly defined pur­ 
pose. It may be w ith the object of wearing 
out tho House and preventing the con­ 
sideration of a hill to w hich they are op­ 
posed, and it may be w ith a 
V iew of W a s tin g T im e 
until a bill in w hich they are especially in­ 
terested comes up. All these m en unw it­ 
tingly act as tutors to the new members. 
They teach fresh scholars the prim ary 
branches of legislation and prepare them 
for the academ ical term w hich begins when 
th e new m em ber is re-elected to Congres-i. 
These m en do good service, and though 
frequently unappreciated by the House are 
undoubtedly 
adequately 
rem unerated. 
m ostly by tho consciousness th a t they have 
perform ed th eir duty, not only to their con­ 
stituents, but to the country at largo. 
Urie of tho best of the ready debaters of 
the House sits on a side aisle nearly front 
im? the speaker. He has a gray moustache 
and a lino A m erican lace. His brown hair 
is com bed back Iroin his forehead. He lost 
his left arm at Vicksburg, and the emptv 
sleeve is buttoned, to the front of his coat. 
He wears a choker collar of an orthodox pat­ 
tern, and a dark cravat neatly tied. His 
Prince A lbert coat is always buttoned when 
ho appeals upon tho floor of th e House. Ho 
is courtly aim suave, and lie interests all who 
ffstoii to him . T his gentlem an is General 
Charles E. Hooker of Mississippi, 
ll 
has a clear, resonant voice attuned to the 
acoustic capacity of th e House, and there is 
no trace of Southern lineage in his accent. 
Ho elucidates his points vviihout a waste of 
words, and with a skill and energy th a t are 
very apt to carry conviction to the minds 
of his hearers. 
Equid stunt from General*Hooker on the 
Republican side of 
the cham ber sits a 
smooth-faced gentlem an clad iii a business 
suit. Ile hne dark hair, parted on the side 
and throw n over his head like cradled 
grain. His eyes are gray and his face is 
bronzed by Kansas suns, lie we irs a tri­ 
color! ii button in the lapel of his coat. This 
gentlem an is Hon. Bishop W esley Perkins. 
Ile frequently com m ands the attention of 
the House, anda!w ays w ith a coat. buttoned 
to Dis throat. He talks rapidly but dis­ 
tinctly. as though endeavoring to funnel a 
volum e of thought into tho ears of his 
hearers w ithin an allotted tim e. 
Ile E n fo rc n s I lls Id e a s 
upon ihe attention of the House with dra­ 
m atic gestures, and never spares invective 
w henever he deem s it necessary. 
T hirty feet away from the Speaker, and 
on his left front, sits another rem arkable 
debater. Ho has a Roman cast of counte­ 
nance and a flowing iron-gray moustache. 
His head is thatched w ith h air of the 
sam e color. He has the eye of a haw k ami 
tim alertness and tenacity of a bulldog. 
This gentlem an is General J. B. W eaver of 
Iowa. 
He wears a Brunsw ick collar and a 
cravat evident ly tied by him self. He has the 
boily of ail athlete and the head of a states­ 
man. Unlike others who seek the floor, he 
never prefaces a speech by buttoning his 
coat. 
Usually he w ears his glasses on the 
index finger of his rig h th a n d . 
While lis­ 
tening t i a debate h e unclasps them and 
fits them to his other fingers. W hen speak­ 
ing he grasps them between lits thum b arid 
forefinger, and. like the baton of ail or­ 
chestra leader, they are used in em pha­ 
sizing his ideas. 
General W eaver is ever 
on guard. He unw eariedly w atches legisla­ 
tion. N othing escapes either his eye or his 
ear. He is a m an of Abe strongest convict! us, 
w ith th e force of Irs convictions. Three 
weeks ago 
he locked horns with Beriah 
W ilk us, chairm an of the com m ittee on 
batiking and currency. W ilkins J tad re­ 
ported a bill w iping out the 80 per cent. 
lim it, 
and 
allowing 
th e 
national 
banks 
to 
issue 
currency up to the 
par value of th ir governm ent bonds. 
It 
was Hie second im portant bill brought be­ 
fore tile House, and W ilkins tried hard to 
f ree its passage. Tho effort looked leash 
hie. 
Six weeks bad 
been wasted, and 
the tem ber of the House for real iv rk was 
favorable. B ut unfortunately for the bill 
W eaver cam e to the front. Ile was bitterly 
opposed to it. 
A .skilled parliam entarian, 
he fought it a t every stage. 
W ilkins was 
no m atch for h m. Parleys were held, fol­ 
lowed by persistent filibustering. 
The 
Iowan stood like K ing Jam es against the 
rock. The eyes of the new m em bers were 
opened. Protests cam e from th eir constitu­ 
ents. Gem ral W eaver’s w atchfulness and 
tenacity bore fruit. An evident m ajority 
for the bill dwindled until it was almost 
certain th at it would be defeated if pressed 
to a passage. 
W ilk in s B e cam e IU . 
and th e m easure lost its m otive power. But 
W eaver is not throw n from his guard. He 
rem ains on the floor, and if th e fight is 
again renew ed it is pretty safe to say that 
he will uot be defeated. 
To the right of General W eaver sits an­ 
other ready debater. He is the youngest of 
Hie men who periodically challenge atten­ 
tion. Ho has a light m oustache, and his 
hair is of the sam e color as h s coat. He 
has blue eyes, aud a fair complexion. His 


m anner is aa buoyant aa his speech. Ile 
usos Anglo-Saxon words in preference to 
Latin ami Greek derivatives, and lie splits 
th e bristles of logic to a nicety. This states­ 
m an is lion. John Henry Rogers of A rkan­ 
sas. Ladies in the galleries listen to his 
sentences with rapt attention, lie also in­ 
variably tan tons Ills coat ou taking the 
floor. After carefully laying the founda­ 
tion of his argum ent, he crocks a sim ple 
fram ew ork, nails on his clapboards, roofs 
and shingles his house w ith the average 
am ount of noise, and laths and plasters its 
rooms with the grace ami ability el an ex ­ 
pert. Tile rc-ult is a neat hut unpreten­ 
tious 
structure, 
furnished With sim ple 
m ental elegance, and pleasing to all who 
study, it. 
An intellectual lighthouse on the Repub­ 
lican territory is Hon. Ju liu s C. Burrows of 
Michigan. Like the light at Fire Island, 
his light flashes regularly, shooting a rose­ 
ate pathway over either calm or troubled 
waters. Burrows is a m ighty statesm an. 
Like cran k His ock, he wears a low cut 
waistcoat. Ile moves around the llouso 
w ith ma estie grace, protecting his k ’dnevs 
m eantim e by clasping his hands tinder the 
tails of Ins coat. Mr. Burrows plays Slier 
m an to Tom Reod’aG rant. W hen Air. Reed 
enters the United sta te s Senate the M ichi­ 
gander will undoui tedly succeed him in 
the command of tho Republican contingent 
in the House of Representatives. Mr. Bur­ 
rows wears a full brown beard 
His h air is 
so thick that he could spare a plentiful sup­ 
ply for 
T h o H ead of M r. R eed .

We do not 
know what liberty 
is any longer. . . . The 
Federal I crees have got this place pretty well for­ 
tified, and they lontlnue to s 'lid reinforcements 
through everyday. They are Hie hardest looking 
fellows I ever saw. I believe CO good Maryland or 
Virginia boys could whip a regiment of them, con­ 
found them.

motion. When Simitar was fired upon there 
was a general stampede from til© Maryland 
aide of tho Potomac southward, especially 
of the men who sympathized with the re­ 
bellion, some to join the Confederate forces, 
others to b * in an atmosphere congenial to 
their sentiments. 
The idea was everywhere prevalent that 
ti e Soffil had on her hands nothing more 
serious than a monster picnic; that in a 
few days the "war” would be over, the Con­ 
federacy would be recognized, and the 
Maryland troops would come marching 
home again, with palms in their hands and 
big laurel wreaths on their chivalric brows. 
Fired with patriotic impulse the male pop­ 
ulation of Baltimore hastened away by 
thousands; and. as a consequence, families 
and friends innumerable were separated, 
tho women almost Invariably remaining 
behind. 
But after the first battle of Bull Run the 
Federal lines were drawn, martial law was 
proclaimed and all communication by mail 
Was cut off. Then began a formidable sys­ 
tem of secret service operations on the part 
of the rebels south and their friends north 
of the Potomac to establish communication, 
both for the purpose of friendly interchange 
and for the conveying of information that 
should give aid and comfort to the cause of 
the South. From Harpers Ferry and far 
uorth into the mountainous country beyond, 
down to the slit re ol Che apeake bay, the 
region on both a des of the lines was alive 
with secession scouts, male and female, in 
disguises of every sort, intent on piercing 
the Union lines; and the cunning device* 
adopted to deceive the Waukee pickets would 
fill volumes of goad easy reading. The 
scout ietter carrier was the most p rsistent; 
indeed, few people attempted to cross the 
lines who did not bear, con eale I in artful 
ways about the person, liberal instalments 
Of letters to Rnd from the (youth. The pro­ 
fessional underground mail carrier charged 
round y for ii s services—from 50 cents to 
t i a letter. He couldn’t g asautoe delivery, 
and, of course, everything went at the 
owner's risk.

Nearly ail of the lettei s that came 
to headquarters were from women in Balti­ 
more to male relatives or friends in Vir­ 
gin a.

It seems to be quite the fashion to regard 
tho women of Turkey cs almost univers­ 
ally subjected to the same k.nd of discip- 
1 ne as were the poor wives of Bluebeard. 
Often I have seen travellers in this land 
manifest a feeling akin to disappointment 
when told by an old resident that much of 
the commiseration and sympathy they a e 
inclined to bestow so lavishly is wasted; 
that in their ignorance and childlike sim­ 
plicity these women count themselves as 
favored above their Christian sisters, es 
pecinlly tiiose of 
the aristocracy, who 
ate so careiully shielded and guarded; 
while those of the middle and lower classes, 
instead of being kent under lock and key, 
are as free to go and come, and to labor for 
the support of their lord and master—to lie, 
in short, the real breadwinner for the whole 
family—as are those of the same cla«s in 
some Christian lands. I have even seen 
them at work in the fields, like the peasant 
women of Italy or Germany, but always in 
purely feminine group *. 
I have never yet 
seen them yoked with an ox or a donkey, 
as we hear of in some countries not under 
Modem rule. Hero they are general y em­ 
ployed at home on some of the deft needle­ 
work so much sought for and admired—or, 
as in B ras* (the ancient Moslem capital) 
and ad jacent districts, they are engaged in 
the culture and manufacture of silk. 
Though always closely veiled and appear­ 
ing shy and taciturn when met abroad, 
women of this class are by nature emi­ 
nently social and sufficiently pugilistic 
when they fancy their rights are iu a de­ 
gree infringed upon. In fact, the only list­ 
less aud really idle woman one meets in 
this country are either the wretchedly 
poor, or Hie inmates of the seraglio or some 
weal bv pashas harem. The latter, espe­ 
cially the young among them, complain 
bitterly of the monotony of their life. Two 
beau intl and sprightly young girls—d a s h ­ 
ers of a high government official—recently 
discoursed most eloquently to us of tho de­ 
lightful fret dom of the r life when at til ir 
summer home on tho Bojuhoius. "He e,” 
said they, "we can ride on horseback in the 
lovely country or row over these bright 
waters, 
and 
are 
almost 
as 
free 
as 
other 
young 
ladies; 
soon. 
though, 
when we return 
to 
our town House, 
we can only go out in a close car­ 
riage or when wrapped like a mummy in a 
yashmac or ferezle.” These young ladies 
were being educated by English ana Frencli 
governesses. Sometimes. I am told. these 
women rebel en masse, and nearly discard 
the close veil or some other “regulation” 
raiment, and little uot ce is taken of ituntil 
there is some scandal evolved and reported 
to the Sultan. Then the screws are tight­ 
ened. 
, 
, 
Long year* ago the wiseacres who rule I 
here assembled in solemn divan to discuss 
the cause of their decline in military 
prowess; and it seems they came to the 
deliberate conclusion that it must be traced 
to the (aet of their women having donned 
the European high shoe in place of the low 
re ! and yellow slipper worn by them for 
long generations. Immediately the decree 
went forth that no Turkish women should 
appear in public with her feet clothed "a la 
Franks.” 
I am told that even in the harems of the 
wea thy the "honoum” (ch ef lady) often 
spends the morning hours busily engaged 
with her domestic* and slaves in the com­ 
monest household duties in order to re- 
! eve the tedium of her life of seclusion. 
They must always have the consent of the 
lord of the household before they can go 
out. even for a short call, or to any of the 
sylvan retreats whe e they so delight to 
picnic with their friends; but, judging 
from the groat number of veiled women 
we see abroad on Friday (their Sabbath), or 
on gala days. we inns conclude such con­ 
sent is seldom withheld. Though they hav;e 
always to submit to being attended by a 
lynx-eyed eunuch, they will still look 
cheerful and care-free, sitting about on soft 
rugs, eat ng sweetmeats, sipping coffee or 
sin king cigarettes, chatting with their 
neighbors. 
The very poor have rarely many house­ 
hold duties to perform. Their children are 
not allowed to occupy much of their time. 
but a:e sent to tile mosque s bool or turned 
into the street to amuse themselves with 
other children of their class. The actual 
needs of 
the 
family 
are 
e a s ily sup­ 
plied. for a loaf or two of the black 
mead of 
the 
country, 
the price 
of 
which is regulated b y government and is 
very cheap, and a few pounds of grapes or 
olives, also very cheap, are for them quite 
sufficient "daily bi cad.” and two or three 
s moly fashioned garments constitute the 
needful raiment. There is no "setting to 
rights” of rooms, other than the rolling up 
and 
stowing 
away in closets of 
the 
pallets 
on 
whi Ii 
they 
have 
slept. 
Therefore the mistress of 
a house 
is 
soon at liberty to curl up in a corner of 
ber divan with lier needlework and be­ 
loved cigarette, if tile weather is inclement, 
or if the day is fine can min some group on 
a grassy h llsideand spend the entire day 
in the most frivolous gossip, with their chil­ 
dren playing about them in all the freedom 
of unrestrained childhood. 
It is counted in Turkey a deep disgrace 
for a woman to remain unmarried. Both 
sexes marry young, the girl often at 12 or 
13, the boys at I a or 18. A girl must secure 
a husband, no matter what the sacrifice. 
It is not an uncommon tiling to see a 
smart young woman married to a superan­ 
nuated old man and obliged to carry on lier 
young shoulder the burden of providing 
for the whole household. One such I know 
well. who, in addition to taking in washing 
to provide food and raiment. 1 Attorns the 
various duties her husband as imam—or 
minister 
of 
public 
worship—is 
now 
utterly disqualified 
for by the infirm­ 
ities of age. The office of imam in a 
small village embodies that of a judge as 
well, for Mahometan law ami religion 
are so closely connei ted that the expounder 
of ca*‘Ii can be united in one person, thus 
forming one body in the hierarchy. The 
imam of a village may thus be properly 
considered the president of the village. Tho 
wile of tile imam of whom I speak now 
embodies in her fat little person ail the 
dignities of his office. 
No Mahometan 
house can be entered by the police un­ 
less the imam of the parish takes the 
lead and is the Hist to knock at the door 
and cross the threshold. 
He nm t also 
settle all disputes, grant all licenses, collect 
rems. etc., ail of which and much in re 
sw ell performed by tiffs comp* tent little 
wife. 
Although I do not think she can 
take his place in performingthe ceremonies 
of marriage or circumcision. 
She must 
often assist at wash ng and burying tho 
d ad. It is easy to see how she has become 
quit: an autocrat in her village of COO or 
800 houses. 
A more quiet and law-abiding community 
of their rink and condition it would be 
hard to find ii any land. 
Only once did I 
witness anything of a disorderly nature 
during Hie summer spent in the village, and 
that was settled by th s energetic woman in 
a summary but unique manner.

VEN in these days 
of universal 
steam ­ 
ships,

venturous as he was rare, had chanced to 
find him self in tho D anish island of St. 
Croix about th e year 1770. his first call 
probably would have been m ade upon 
Nicholas Cruger, th e principal m erchant of 
lim place. Our traveller, having reached 
his destination and pushed open th e door of 
the C ruger counting-room , would have seen 
perched up on a high stool in front of a 
large desk a sm all boy, dark haired, dark 
skinned, and looking up at th e intruder 
w ith very large and brilliant eyes. The 
visiter being a stranger w ould have as­ 
sum ed, probably, th a t tile person before him 
was the otlice boy tem porarily left in 
charge of the premises. 
If, however, he 
had entered into conversation w ith the 
sm all boy he would have been quickly u n ­ 
deceived. He would have discovered not 
only th a t the lad could talk well, but th a t 
lie was in cnarge of Mr. C ru g ers large 
business during th at gentlem an’s absence. 
He would have found out also.if he had m an­ 
aged to peen into the letter books, th a t the 
boy had carried on tho correspondence of 
th e house, and th a t his letters, w ritten in a 
fair, round hand, were quite w orthy in 
form and substance of an old and well- 
trained 
clerk. 
H ad 
he 
tu rn ed 
over 
the 
letter 
w hich 
th e 
boy 
was 
w riting w hen he entered he would have 
read perhaps: “D ear N ed: I contem n the 
grovelling condition of a clerk or the like 
to w hich my fortune condem ns me, and 
would w illingly risk my life, though not my 
character, to ex alt my station.” 
Even if our trav eller had not possessed 
our privilege of reading the letter to “Ned” 
and of prying into Mr. C'ruger’sletter-books, 
be certainly would have been interested in 
the boy’s talk and m anner, and being, like 
ail good travellers, curious, he w ould h av e 
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m ade inquiries. 
H e w ould th en 
have 
learned th a t the boy’s nam e was A lexander 
H am ilton : th a t ho was horn in the W est 
India island of Nevis, in theV ear 1757, aud 
w as the son of a Scotch planter and m er­ 
chant nam ed Jam es H am ilton, who had 
fa ilid in business; th a t he had then been 
taken charge of by his m other’s relatives 
and 
placed 
in 
Mr. 
C ruger’s 
office, 
w here 
a t 
th e 
m ature age of 
13 he 
was 
carrying 
on 
a 
large 
business 
correspondence and w riting to his next 
friend about his “grovelling , condition.” 
Such rem arkable precocity would have in­ 
terested anyone, and our traveller, we may 
he sure, would have jotted th e boy’s nam e 
down aud m ade a note to see w hat became 
of him. If he had done so this is the story 
he would have had to tell w hen the boy’s 
career was over. 
H am ilton, as we have seen, wrote busi­ 
ness letters for Mr. Cruger, m uch as he 
despised the occupation, w ith ‘great care 
and to the best of his ability, for th at was 
the way he did everything, b u t all the 
w hile he was dream ing am bitious dream s 
and looking restlessly about for an outlet. 
He found it at last, as so m any before and 
Bine* have found it, through pen and ink. 
He was a voracious reader and read every­ 
thing he could lay his hands on, which was 
not a great deal, but of th e little he 
could get he was m aster. 
Among his 
books, however, w ere Tope and P lutarch, 
aud he learned clearness of expression from 
the one and was able to study the art of 
aagrauoa in the other. Prom reading ha 


took to w riting short pieces for th e little 
newspapers of th e islands, and a t last sent 
in a description of a hurricane which was 
so vivid and strong th at it excited general 
attention. It also apparently convinced the 
boy's relatives th a t he was fit to he some­ 
thing more and som ething better than a 
clerk in a W est Indian counting room. 
They proceeded to ai t upon this very credit­ 
able theory w ith com m endable prom pti­ 
tude. Money was provided to defray the 
expense of his education in one of the conti­ 
nental colonies, aud thus equipped H am il­ 
ton took passage on some New England 
vessel and landed in due course a t Boston, 
in October, 1772. 
From Boston he w ent to New York, and 
arm ed w ith 
good 
letters 
of 
intro­ 
duction, 
soon found 
friends, by whose 
advice 
he 
entered 
a 
school 
in 
New 
Jersey, w here 
he 
worked 
hard 
and am used his leisure by w riting both 
prose and poetry. His first wish was to go 
to Princeton College, bu t when he found 
th a t he could not he allowed to go through 
as ho desired, th a t is as rapidly as possible 
w ithout regard to term s or classes, he al­ 
tered his plans aud entered K ing’s College 
in New York. 
T here he continued his 
studies w ith th e utm ost speed and w ith 
com plete absorption, adm ired by his teach­ 
ers and com panions aud wondered a t by 
people who saw him pacing back and forth 
beneath the trees on the B attery, lost in 
th o u g h t and talking to himself. 
But w hile H am ilton was thus studying 
and dream ing, the Am erican revolution was 
rising into life about him , and from his stu­ 
d en t’s room he w atched the gathering 
storm attentively, Ho had little difficulty 
in m aking up his m ind as to the side 
w hich he should take, and he soon seized 
an opportunity to announce his decision in 
ah o ld and striking m anner. July 6.1774 
there 
was 
a 
great 
popular 
m eeting 
held 
in 
“the Fields” 
to 
bring 
the 
w avering colony into line w ith the patriot 
m ovem ent. H am ilton, early on the ground, 
hung about unnoticed on the skirts of the 
crowd listening to all th a t was said and 
m arking well ail th a t was om itted. As the 
last speaker concluded he m ade his way 
forward, and springing upon the platform 
stood before the audience. The crowd stared 
in surprise at the slight boyish figure and at 
the keen handsom e face, w ith its piercing 
eyes, and w aited in silence for the sound of 
his voice. There was a little hesitation, and 
then H am ilton poured forth a Hood of 
strong, cogent argum ent, and the people 
crying “It is a collegian,” listened to and 
applauded the youthful speaker, then only 
17 years old. Thus the die was cast and in 
this way H am ilton Hung him self w ith all 
the fiery energy of his nature into the cause 
w hich he had espoused. His talents were 
soon m ade m anifest. In the fall of 1774 
tw o 
pam phlets of m arked ability ap- 
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peared assailing th e action of Congress 
and the m otives and purposes of the patriot 
party. To them H am ilton replied in two 
essays of such rem arkable force, and show­ 
ing such power of reasoning on legal and 
constitutional points, th a t they attracted 
universal attention and w ere attributed to 
the ablest of the patriot leaders. W hen it 
was know n th a t they were the work of 
H am ilton he received offers from tho m inis­ 
terial party, w hich he rejected and rose at 
once, boy as he was, to a high place in the 
estim ation of the patriots. 
Public affairs, however, soon passed from 
the region of words to th a t of deeds. Blood 
was shed upon 
tho 
village green at 
Concord 
and 
Lexington. 
B unker H ill 
was 
storm ed, 
and 
W ashington 
took 
com m and of tho arm y in Cambridge. All 
th e colonies were stirring, and early in 1770 
the New York Assembly voted to raise a 
company of artillery. 
H am ilton a t once 
applied for the com m and, and showed so 
m uch knowledge of the subject th a t he was 
appointed, although only 19 sears old. 
Ho 
rapidly 
recruited 
his 
company, 
spent 
upon 
it 
his 
second 
and 
last 
rem ittance 
from 
home, 
drilled 
and 
exercised, it w ith daily diligence, and when 
he joined the arm y at once attracted tho 
attention of General Green and then of 
W ashington him self by the discipline and 
appearance of his men. His little com pany 
soon saw service. 
It 
helped to bring 
up the rear in the retreat from Long 
Island, 
it 
took part in all the subse­ 
quent fighting on th e 
Hudson, w here 


it was handled w ith great skill by its young 
com m ander, and finally it accom panied 
W ashington in his retreat through the Je r­ 
seys and was w ith him in the victorious 
cam paign of Trenton and Princeton. The 
result was th at w hen the arm y w ithdrew to 
w inter quarters H am ilton’s well appointed 
amt gallant company had been reduced to 
less than 25 worn anil ragged m en. Tho rep­ 
utation he had earned, however, now stood 
him in good stead, for It led to the very Mat­ 
tering offer from W ashington to join his 
m ilitary family. This invitation he acccpt- 


tu n ei of the declining Confederacy b u iltu p 
a party behind them . F irst M aryland and 
V irginia tried to form a com m ercial agree­ 
m ent, then all the States were sum m oned 
for the same purpose to Annapolis. Only 
five States responded, hu t Ne v York was 
one, and H am ilton was a delegate. The 
opportunity was not prom ising, but he 
m ade the most of it and drafted an address, 
w hich tho convention adopted, inviting all 
the States to send delegates to Philadelphia 
to form a better governm ent. 
T he re­ 
sult was the m eeting in M.iy. 1787, of th e 
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ed and thus 
became, 
before he 
was 
20, an aide of the com m ander in-chief, 
w ith the rank of lieutenant-colonel. He 
held this position for more than four years. 
w inning not only distinct ion as an officer 
and secretary, but gaining the confidence 
and affection of W ashington. In February. 
1781, in a tit of anger at w hat he consid­ 
ered a slight on the part of bis chief, he 
resigned from the staff. He rem ained in 
the line. however, and went with the arm y 
to Yorktown, where he led tho assault upon 
one of the British redoubts w ith the ut­ 
m ost gallantry and in a m ost successful 
m anner, thus bringing his m ilitary career 
to a b rilliant dose. 
In 
the m idst 
of war H am ilton bail 
found tim e 
to 
m ake love and get m ar­ 
ried. His wife was Miss Elizabetli Schuy­ 
ler, daughter of G eneral Schuyler, and 
H am ilton in this way became connected 
with one of the oldest and most powerful 
fam ilies in New York. W hen the surren­ 
der of Cornwallis had practically decided 
the war. th erefo re, he m ade haste to return 
home and seek support for him self and 
his fam ily at the bar. w here ho achieved 
im m ediate and groat success. He was clim b 
ing w ith more than usual rapidity tho first 
laborious rounds of th e legal ladder, when, 
in June. 1782, Robert Morris, then secre­ 
tary of tho treasury, appointed him re­ 
ceiver of continental taxes for the State of 
New York. H am ilton accepted th e some­ 
w hat ungrateful task, threw him self into 
his new duties w ith his accustom ed energy, 


convention, 
which, after 
three 
weary 
m ohths, fram ed and prom ulgated the Con­ 
stitution of th e U nited States. The mo­ 
m ent tile Annapolis call w ent out H am ilton 
returned to New York, and entered th e 
L egislature in order to secure the repre­ 
sentation of Hie State at Philadelphia. He 
had a hard fight, and only half succeeded. 
He secured tho appointm ent of delegates, 
and was him self chosen as one of them , hut 
tho other iwo were from tho m ajority party 
in New York, which was opposed to a bet­ 
ter and stronger central governm ent. T he 
result was th at as the voting in tho conven­ 
tion was by Statos H am ilton was helpless, 
and his two colleagues cast tho vote of Now 
York against him on every question. He 
therefore contented him self w ith m aking a 
long and powerful speech, setting forth 
his plans of a constitution, winch pro­ 
vided for a president and senators for 
life, and 
fot the 
appointm ent of the 
governors of States. Such a schem e had of 
course no chance of adoption, but coupled 
with the great speech th a t introduced it. it 
raised and strengthened the tone of the 
convention, which was all th a t H am ilton 
expected. Ho w ithdrew after m aking his 
speech, and only returned iii tim e tosign his 
nam e to the Constitution as finally adopted. 
H s groat work for the Constitution really 
began after th at of the convention was 
finished. 
Difficult as tho task of fram ­ 
ing the C onstitution had been. th at of se­ 
curing its acceptance by tho people was still 
more so. and H am ilton to bring this about 
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and strove hard to get from New York lier 
quota of taxes and to induce the Legisla­ 
ture to m ake proper provision for paying 
the S tate’s share of the national debts and 
expenses. 
All his efforts were vain, for 
New York, like the other States, now th a t 
the pressure of w ar was rem oved, was in­ 
different to national interests. W hile thus 
engaged, H am ilton was elected to Congress, 
w here he took his seat in November, 1782. 
It was a very different body from th at 
assem bly of brilliant and able m en who, 
bound by a com m on purpose, bad inaugu­ 
rated the revolution. 
The spirit of Con­ 
gress had lelaxed, and the ablest m en for 
tho m ost part had w ithdraw n or had been 
rem oved to other fields of labor. H am ilton 
rapidly rose to the position of a leader, but 
he effected little or nothing. He worked 
studiously to secure justice for tho arm y, to 
enforce the im post am ong the States and 
to place the ruined finances on a better 
ooting, but all w ithout result, and at the 
end of the year he w ithdrew to the practice 
of his profession. 


conceived th e idea of w riting a series of 
essays defending and explaining the new 


I system . 
He 
was aided in the task by 
j Madison and Jay, and the result was one of 
the greatest works on governm ent which 
bas ever been published. The essays were 
signed "P ublias.” and continued for a year, 
w hen they wore collected and giveu to the 
world as a hook entitled “The Federalist.” 
which was tho nam e adopted by tho friends 
of the Constitution. 
Iii addition to this great work, w hich was 
read all over the country,and did m ore than 
anything else for the establishm ent of the 
C onstitution, H am ilton threw him self into 
the 
struggle 
to 
secure its ratification 
by the people of Now York. 
The eontlict 
looked hopeless,aim w hen the State convell 
tion m et tile opponents of the Constitution 
had a strong m ajority. 
N othing daunted. 
H am ilton and his friends set to work to dis­ 
cuss the new schem e, clause by clause. 
H am ilton him self led the debate, and spoke 
on everything. He displayed every resource 
of eloquence and employed the m ost power 


operation of the governm ent of tho United 
States. This report presented a Plan for 
funding the foreign and tho dom estic debt 
and for assum ing the debts incurred bv the 
several States in the revolution. Tho first 
propostion as to the foreign debt passed 
w ithout objection. 
Tho second, relating 
to the domestic debt, aroused a sharp con­ 
test, but prevailed by a good m ajority. The 
th ird ,brought on a fieri e struggle, and was 
first carried by a very narrow m ajority, and 
(then Ye vetoed by the votes of the m em bers 
from North Carolina, thus checking the 
financial policy a t a very vital point. The 
aas u hi ct ion of the Htato debts, besides 
com pleting 
tho 
funding 
system, was 
designed 
to 
be a powerful agent 
in 
strengthening 
the 
Union, 
and 
H am ­ 
ilton was determ ined th a t it should pass. 
At that moment there was also in progress 
a heap'd contest as to the site of the nation­ 
al capital. Ham ilton agreed w ith Jeffer­ 
son that enough N orthern votes should bo 
changed to take tim capital South, and 
enough Southern votes given in return to 
carry assumption. The bargain was suc­ 
cessful. 
The necessary votes wi re 
ex- 
Changed, and the funding system was saved 
went into operation and proved successful 
beyond all expectation. W ith the funding 
system went also soh me* for duties and for 
an excise to raise the necessary revenue, 
which disclosed the resources of thecountry 
and restored its credit. Then cam e a report 
for a national bank, which brought 011 
another bitter conflict th a t was taken up 
from 
Congress 
and 
continued 
iii the 
cabinet. 
H am ilton replied to Jefferson’s 
objections in a m asterly argum ent iii which 
he for Hie first tim e invoked the im plied 
powers of the Constitution, a doctrine th a t 
has had a vast effect upon our history. 
It served also its im m ediate purpose, for 
W ashington 
was convinced 
by H am il­ 
to n ’s reasoning, and the N ational Bank 
was established. 
H am ilton’s financial policy gave life to 
th e clauses of the Constitution, hut it also 
created parties. 
Tho friends of the Consti­ 
tution had been known as Federalists, and 
they at once rallied to the support of H am ­ 
ilton and the adm inistration. 
They were a 
very able body and had m any distinguished 
leaders. The opposition generated by H am ­ 
ilton s policy called them selves anti-Fed- 
eralists 
and 
soon 
found 
a 
leader 
in 
Jefferson, 
the 
secretary 
of 
state, 
who in a little while becam e involved 
in a bitter personal 
controversy w ith 
his colleague at the head of tho treasury. 
T hus the two great national parties cam e 
into boing, and they soon found an addi­ 
tional field of conflict in our foreign re­ 
lations. The French revolution at the out­ 
set evoked 
universal sym pathy in this 
country, but as it proceeded rapidly toward 
bloodshed and anarchy, prudent m en began 
to fear it. As the revolution advanced, 
W ashington resolved that tho United States 
should not I e drawn into the wars of France. 
and to tiffs end issued his fam ous neu­ 
trality proclam ation, establishing the pol­ 
icy of holding aloof from European com­ 
plications. H am ilton and tho Federalists 
strongly sustained tiffs policy, and the anti- 
Federalists, or Dem ocrats as they began to 
be called, resisted it. In the sam e way they 
divided on tho question of th e enforcem ent 
of 
the 
excise, 
which 
finally 
caused 
w hat 
was 
known 
as 
th e 
whiskey 
rebellion in western Pennsylvania. W ash­ 
ington. having m ade in vain every proper 
concession, called out tho troops, w ith whom 
Hamilton w ent in person and before whose 
advance the insurrection m elted away. This 
vigorous action, followed as It was by W ash­ 
ington^denunciation of certain Dem ocratic 
societies, foolish im itations of the clubs of 
Paris, greatly strengthened tho Federal 
government. 
Meantime W ashington and Adams had 
been re elected, and Jefferson, whose influ­ 
ence iii tho cabinet had gradually waned, 
resigned. H am ilton rem ained until 1795, 
and then, being too poor to continue longer 
in office, w ithdrew once more to the prac­ 
tice of his profession. D uring his term of 
office he had funded the debt, established 
tho national bank, organized the treasury 
ami tile revenue system, and form ulated iii a 
report of great ability the policy of protec­ 
tion to Am erican industries. Around him 
and iii support of his m easures a great 
party had come into being, and he still con­ 
tinued to lead tiffs party and to be the 
trusted adviser of W ashington even after 
leaving public life. 
W hen 
W ashington 
carried through the Jay treaty which set­ 
tled our differences with E ngland 
aud 
aroused in this country a storm of indig­ 
nation. H am ilton led the fight iii behalf of 
j the adm inistration, and by his vigorous 
writings brought public opinion back to the 
side of th e governm ent. 
W hile W ashington rem ained at the head 
I of the nation his party was w arm ly united. 
! but when he retired from the presidency a 
change came. John Adams, who succeeded. 
: did not like Ham ilton, c«id this made the 
situation full of danger, .^yMtnuch as Ham- 
I ilton was the real leader of the party. For 
I a 
tim e 
how ever all w ent 
well. 
The 
I chief question was 
still 
our relations 
I with 
France, 
and 
the 
Federalists 
all 
agreed 
in 
taking 
a 
firm 
ami 
hold position of resistance to French ag­ 
gressions. 
Finally 
the 
gross 
outrages 
of the French republic 
anil 
her treat­ 
m ent 
of 
our 
envoys 
m ade 
peace 
seem no longer 
possible, and we pre­ 
pared for war. 
H am ilton was placed 
at the head of the Provisional arm y, 
and he, 
in common w ith die leaders 
of the Federalists who were filled with 
an alm ost unreasoning dread of French 
principles, wished to m aintain a hostile at- 
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His experience as receiver of taxes and as 
a m em ber of Congress only served to 
sharpen and strengthen his already settled 
convictions as to th e need of a better 
national governm ent. In 1780, w hile still 
in cam p w ith the arm y, he had w ritten his 
famous letters to Duane and Robert M orns 
on 
governm ent and finance, 
In them 
may be found m any of tile principles after­ 
wards embodied in th e Constitution and 
the substance of the national bank policy. 
These 
letters 
are 
in 
every 
way 
re­ 
m arkable, but 
they 
are 
e-mecially so 
in their discussion of financial and econ­ 
omic questions, th n little 
understood, 
but which H am ilton handled w ith a force 
and knowledge which showed his genius for 
such subjects and which placed him am ong 
the first, as he was afterw ards one of the 
greatest, of m odern financiers. W hen b eleft 
C, ngress in 1783 lie devoted all the tim e he 
could snare from his profession to tile work 
of bringing about the reform s lie had ad­ 
vocated in his letters and speeches. 
He 
corresponded w ith W ashington, who felt as 
strongly as he, and gradually the nnsfor- 


ful and convincing reasoning. After a stub­ 
born contest he finally converted enough 
votes to carry ratification, thus achieving 
one of the greatest parliam entary trium phs 
th at the annals of debate can show and win­ 
ning a m ost essential victory for the cause 
of union. 
Eleven 
States having rati­ 
fied the C onstitution 
the new govern­ 
m ent was at 
once 
started. 
Elections 
were held, Congress assem bled on M ardi 
4, 1789, and 011 April 30, W ashington, who 
had been unanim ously chosen, was inaugu­ 
rated as the first president of the United 
States. 
As soon as tho departm ents were created 
by Congress W ashington selected Hamilton 
for the treasury. It was the m ost im portant 
post in the cabinet, for it was on finance 
th a t the old confederacy had gone to pieces. 
T he country was bankrupt and w ithout 
credit, and 
the 
national revenues had 
ceased to exist. W hen Congress reassem ­ 
bled H am ilton sent in his first report on the 
public credit, w hich still stands as one of 
the ablest of Am erican State papers, aud 
which m arks th e beginning of the practical 


titude, and m ake little or no concession. 
Adams, seeing an opportunity for honor­ 
able peace, as he believed., suddenly and 
w ithout w arning,sent to the Senate the nam e 
of W illiam Vans M urray as envoy to France, 
thus reopening negotiations. The war party 
was obliged to subm it, but the result was 
a hopeless breach am ong the Federalists, 
which was 
rapidly widened by personal 
dissensions and by Hie president’s sudden 
dism issal of his cabinet, which was com­ 
posed of H am iltonians. The conflict finally 
culm inated in a bitter quarrel between the 
president and H am ilton him self. The for­ 
m er had abused the latter iii a most u n ­ 
guarded ann im proper way, and had re­ 
fused 
private 
explanation. 
Thereupon 
on the very eve of election H am ilton re­ 
torted in a pam phlet which fiercely at­ 
tacked Adam s and yet concluded by advis­ 
ing all Federalists to vote for him as the 
regular candidate. 
S u.h conduct could 
have but one result. The Federalists never 
had more th in a narrow m argin, and their 
sudden and Meeting popularity 
in 
the 
French troubles had only led to their pass- 


! ing extrem e and unpopular measures. Now, 
tom by internal conflicts, their cause was 
boneless end they were deteatod at tho 
, polls. They were so angered by their over- 
I throw that ft icy listened to tho overtures of 
1 Aaron Burr, who, having received an equal 
num ber of votes w ith Jefferson, as the law 
j then stood, could have been elected presi* 
I dent by the States in Congress. 
Hamil- 
I ton 
felt 
the 
defeat 
of 
his 
party 
! as koi nly as any one, h u t he saw t lie peril 
I of finis thw arting the understood popular 
j will, and little as lie-liked Jefferson ho 
knew his infinite superiority to Burr. He 
therefore threw him self into tho fight, sun- 
I cee tied in checking tim Federalist move* 
I m ont toward Burr, and bis old foe was 
I elected. Thus the Federalists fell never to 
rise again. They were on the whole the 
m ost rem arkable political party th a t this 
country has ever seen, both in ability and 
I in creative power. They had a host of able 
loaders, a t the head of whom wore Wash- 
I ington aud H am ilton, M arshall and John 
I Adams. They had played th e chief part in 
fram ing tho Constitution, and they had 
I founded and organized tho governm ent to 
' which it gave birth. 
They had restored 
; public credit, 
funded th e debt, 
estab- 
i lislied 
Hie national 
bank, 
form ulated 
tho 
policy 
of 
internal 
im prove­ 
m ents and of industrial protection, or.ion­ 
ized tile treasury, the army, the navy and 
the D epartm ent of Justice; they had de­ 
vised a revenue system and draw n out tho 
resources of the country; they had devel­ 
oped tile im plied powers outlie Constitution 
and called into being tho national senti­ 
m ent which began under their lead its 
m arch tow ard suprem acy. It is a m ighty 
record for one political party and for 12 
years of power. 
After tim election of Jefferson, H am ilton 
w ithdrew alm ost com pletely to prix ate life 
and to tho pra tise of ids profession. Still 
he w atched keenly the fortunes of the 
country and of ins party. In 1804 he was 
again called upon to stand between the 
Federalists and an alliance with Burr, wtio 
was seeking by this m eans to he governor 
of New York. Once more tie succeeded, 
and Burr, foiied again, fixed a quarrel 
upon him and called him out. H am ilton, 
haunted by the utterly false idea th a t there 
was dang r iii 1 His country of a repetition of 
tile French revolution, felt th a t a refusal to 
fight would im pair his power and usefulness 
if lie were over called upon to stand forth 
as tho lea der of a party of law and order. 
He therefore accepted B urr's challenge. 
They m et on the I Itll of July, 18i>t. by the 
banks of the Hudson. H am ilton discharged 
his pistol in the uir and fell a t tile first fire, 
m ortally wounded. The following day lie 
died, 
His fam e has steadily increased as parti­ 
san feeling lias faded aw ay end history has 
disclosed his handiw ork deeply im printed 
on the policies and m ethods of our govern­ 
m ent. l ike all m en of im perious tem per 
and strong passions, lie had his faults and 
mudo his m istakes, out nothing can ever 
obscure ids creative statesm anship or dull 
Hie memory of his brilliant and versatile 
intellect.

Eighty pounds of fem ininity is, of course. 
not m uch, v owed from a m aterial stand­ 
point, although it w as probably about tim 
weight of Cleopatra, if archicolognai re­ 
st aioli may bo depended upon, aud she was 
rather m ote than too m uch for any of the 
cham pions of bor day. 
Cleopatra is Hie 
exception which 
proves the rule as to 
progressive thinness. All the other belles 
<d antiquity were large, am ple ladies of 
generous 
proportions and great health. 
Hemiramis was taller than m ost of her 
guardsm en. The m ind fails to consent te a 
petite Boadicea, 
C harlem agne’s m otlier 
was nearly six feet tall. M argaret of Anion 
was large. 
E lizabeth could not be de­ 
scribed as sm all, and, in fact, inoxt of the 
historic dam es of whose size we have any 
vague idea, were big beyond all m odorn 
ideas of w hat a woman should perm it her­ 
self to ho, he ginning w ith our great M other 
Eve, who was a giantess, according to the 
Arab tradition, w hich still points out her 
trem endous tomb. Tho facts are m eagre, 
but even w ithin tile experience of men 
now living, tho m ovem ent toward osscus- 
nes.s has ber ti apparent. 
All of these reflections were caused by a 
statem ent made to a Republican reporter by 
the oldest inhabitant, who was at his usual 
task of depicting the glories of the consul­ 
ship of Plauctis. “I just cam e across iii the 
garret the other day,” he said, "a corset 
th at has a history. 
It is a souvenir of the 
g ids of half a century ago. It belonged to 
one of the prettiest young ladies who lived 
in S t. Louis in 1836. She was an acknow 
leged belie, and by common consent lier 
form was a model of beauty.

“How did you get Hie corsetV”’ 
“T hat would be a long story, it was sold 
to m olly tim lady’s darkey maid. Oh. we 
had some notions of gallantry in St. Isj^is 
in the old tunes. T hat, however, is neither 
here nor there. W hat I w ant you to do is to 
com pare tile solid and severe sim plicity of 
the garm ent of 1830 w ith the m eretricious 
ornam entation and m odelling of the one 
worn by the ladies now adays. Not alone is 
tho older one m odest and pretty and plain, 
but it 
m eans health and vigor. 
You 
naturally associate it w ith rosy cheeks and 
black eyes and si ghtly tum bled hair and a 
general atm osphere of ga>otv and good- 
heartedness. 
The m odem sophistication 
looks to me alm ost im m oral. It im plies all 
tile dem ands of society, late hours, idleness 
and fashionable dissipation. 
It tells of 
headaches and backaches and all m anner of 
physical and moral sham s.” 
But about tin com parative size?” 
“ W ell, don't theso corsets show’ it? Say 
th at they are both averages of their tim e, 
and one is fully six inches greater iii cir­ 
cum ference than the other. But th a t isn’t 
ail of it. The m others of tile present gen­ 
eration were built, as a rule. more nearly to 
the old Roman model. They were large 
lim bed and strong, w ith a healthy chest 
capacity and ability to draw a long breath. 
Here is another proof of it." 
And he produced two garters, one of the 
good old times, m arked exhibit “A.” th e 
other a recent one, m arked "Ii.” The longer 
one wa* of a sort of felt cloth, the other of 
silk. It w’as but oho more curio out o f tho 
oldest inhabitant'! m useum , and he gazed 
at it proudly as he drew it o u t of tho bureau 
drawer. 
•'I've got lots of those sort of things,’’ said 
he. with a sigh. “W hen I was a young m an 
we used to collect tlioin and keep them . 
I bat gai ter belonged to a lady who is still 
Jiving, and she has had eight children and 
a dozen grandchildren. The sm aller g a rte ” 
was worn by one of her granddaughters, 
who is now a woman grown. Now, if any­ 
thing could prove the ease more strongly I 
would like to know w hat it is. Bota were 
w orn by their owners when about the sam e 
age. aud I gut the second one only a m onth 
or two ago. But w hat else could you ex­ 
pect? BAY hen I was a young man the ladies 
used to eat something. A common lunch in 
1840 was a piece of cold beef off the round, 
a lot of biead and butter, and a couple of 
glasses of porter or wine. The girls were 
not asham ed of it. 'I hey would very hon­ 
estly get away with a substantial snack and 
do it as tliougn they liked it, God bless 
them .

"B ut now adays a lunch is a very different 
thing indeed. T hecouim cn m enu is a little 
sour lemonade, a sm all piece of cake, and 
some chocolate candy, or some other sort of 
iud gestible m onstrosity th at people ought 
to be put into the penitentiary for feeding 
to their girls. You can’t expect to build up 
muscle and health on lemon juice or pie, 
and tne result of it all will he th a t our 
women will go on getting thinner and 
thinner until they disappear, it has hap­

Kabbalistic Controversy of 
the 18th Century. 


The Rabbi’s Rival Brings on a Dispnte 
That Spreads Over Europe. 


Lecture by Rabbi Solomon Schindler at 
the Temple Adath Israel. 


At tho Tem ple Adath Israel last wack 
Rabbi Solomon Schindler delivered the 
eighteenth in his course of historical lec­ 
tures. His "Subject was the Eibeschuctz- 
Eniden controversy. Ile said: 
W hatever prejudices st d! prevail against 
us are not duo .to a difference of opinion 
which m.iy have occurred I sot) years ago. 
They all cam e from the unfortunate condi­ 
tion of the Judai m of t fie last century. 
T hat system of rebut ii was indeed 110 re­ 
ligion, and we can hardly blame H einrich 
Heine, who seems to have known but th at 
sort of Judaism , th a t fie uttered tile re­ 
m arkable. 
and 
since 
then 
often 
re­ 
peated 
sentence: 
“Judaism is no 
re­ 
ligion, 
it 
is 
a 
m isfortune." 
Never 
at any period of Jew ish history do we 
find our ancestors more 
Ingot- d, more 
superstitious, more narrow-in hided, than 
during the eightenth century. 
But. my 
friends, their .bigotry, their sunerst Hon, 
their narrow-m inded aes; cam e from a sta te 
ot exhaust.on, cam e m erely from their 
weakness. Most all th at has r» ached us as 
orthodox Juda sui is tile product of th at one 
century, and than k s to God, the nineteenth 
century lins 
m ade 
am ends 
tor the 
eighteenth. 
A Jew sh proverb, which sounds m uch 
better in its Hebrew alliteration than 
ii 
ail) of its translate us. says: "W e may get 
an insight into Hie ti ne character of a man 
tiv observing th ee th ugs: how lie spends 
his money, how he acts when nuder tho in­ 
fluence of tile wine cup. and Imw lisle - 
haves when Ins anger is aroused.” Indeed, 
sm all men w iden rrel about sinai I m atters, 
and we may, therefore, easily 
udge bock 
upon Hic condition of an age after we have 
exam ined tho objects over which people 
were 
then 
w rangling. 
To 
illustrate 
my 
assertion 
let 
m e 
direct your a t­ 
tention 
to 
tile 
difference 
in 
the 
oil orts over w hich 
Jew ish theologians 
wore quarrelling 26 years ago and are dis­ 
puting 
today. 
Twenty-live years ago a 
rabbi would win laurels w hen ho eith er at­ 
tacked or defended the custom of having 
t ho lie id covered iii Hie synagogue.w hether 
this or that 
passage in Hip prayerbook 
should he recited or not, or whi th er men 
and w omen slim ed occupy scats in the same 
pew or not. Today all such controversies 
are ignored: we look at them w ith a smile, 
as insignificant, while we exam ine and dis­ 
cuss trie very philosophy of our religion 
and lay our fingers upon subjects which, 
even 11) years ago, no oho would have dared 
to touch. 
The theological quarrels which set on fire 
and alm ost divided into two cam ps the 
dews of tin* eighteenth t enlury will. there­ 
fore. he indicative of th e < , nipasgby which 
their m ental activity was 
lim ited, anil 
although we shall derive little satisfaction 
and our pride shall be rath er hum iliated 
Hisn stirred up by such a research, we may 
learn from tho controversy between the 
renowned rabbi Jo n ath an Kibeselmet/. and 
his colleagues w hat the general status pf 
the religious affairs th en was am ong the 
Jew s of Europe. 
Jonathan Kibeselmet/, was born in I (>90 
som ewhere in Poland. His father, N athan 
Nata, a m an of great I alm ude a1 know l­ 
edge. had been chosen ra ’ bi in Kibes huetz, 
a sm all village iii Moravia, 
th e Jew s baa 
then no other nam es than those whic h oc­ 
curred iii the Bible or in T alm ud.cal w rit­ 
ings, and m ade frequent use of th e nam e of 
the place from which they cam e as a m ark 
ut identification. NY lien young Jonathan 
cam e in 17l I to Prague, th e capital of Bo­ 
hemia, partly to continue his studies and 
partly to tea Ii, ho was generally known 
as Jonathan Kibe-ehuetz. H isearly training 
was th at custom ary am ong all Jew s of that 
period—B b o, T alm ud and Kabbalah. Ile 
never studied any other language nor was 
he fam iliar w ith any other bran Ii of learn­ 
ing. He was rat lier a conceited m an and 
with his lim ited knowledge tie pretended 
to have a monopoly on all branches of sci­ 
ence. To study the G erm an language, even 
to speak it correctly, was then considered 
by the inhabitants of the G hetto as an irre­ 
ligious act, and an innovation which would 
tend to destroy th eir religion. 
At that tin e they found a world in tho 
world a sm all disconnected com m unity in 
every com m unity. Every congregation was 
sovereign, and although they depended 
greatly upon tile advice of the rabbi, Hie 
word of any learned m an hod the same 
force with them as th at of, thrm; leader. Not 
seldom did su* ll a izirtti 
watch Hie 
actions of the rabbi than allow th at Ins 
should be w atched by Ii im. The influence 
of the rabbi ho an aln adv at th at period 
to decline in proportion as the circle of his 
usefulness began to contract. 
The new 
day had already begun, aud th e useful­ 
ness of a rabbi had to a great ext ut herm 
dim inished by the right of the defendant to 
appeal from Ids decision to tile court of tho 
land. The old Talinudical laws, intended 
for practical use a thousand years ago,would 
not fitto th o new conditions, and it required 
not a sm all degree of rabbinical ingenuity 
to m ake them tit. The bun, tool h sd lo st its 
f n e: it was feared no longer, and as every 
Jew ish T alm udist 
As sume d t he R i g h t 
to hurl it against any one w ith whom he 
disagreed, tile whole Jew ish com m unity 
was not seldom excom m unicated, one-hall 
having imposed Hie l ac upon tho other. 
'Ihus it could not fail to become ridiculous 
and obsolete. 
H ie f rn Bons of a rabbi were then to 
dei ice i i i regard to the great and all-absorb­ 
ing ouestien, w hat was lawfully perm itted 
to be done and what not to superintend an 
occasional Talmudiea) debate, and to teal ii 
tho young. Young men would w ander I rom 
city to city, fr< iii teacher to teacher, to ea­ 
rn h their Talinudical knowledge. They 
were supported by tho resident Israelites, 
and in larger cities not one h ut many places 
were fitted upsfurnished w ith libraries and 
kept open ii gilt and flay tor these students, 
who wi uhl discuss Talnm dicul questions 
under Hie d lect ion either of local rabbis or 
private instructors. 
El bust huetz, al ter having m arried into a 
rich family, took up Ids dom icile in Prague 
as a private instructor, and lie is said to 
have had as in ny as 20,OGU puDils during 
tho .’to year-, lie lived iii th at city. His na­ 
ture being less morose than th at of his older 
colleagues, lie was well liked by Hie itin ­ 
erant s t''.dents who would spread his nam e, 
b s fame and Ii is wisdom as far as they 
would travel, In course of tim e Ids author­ 
ity rose atiove th at of Hie eiffel rabbi, and 
it was expected th at lie would eventually 
replace him.

said, m ust be divided into two distinct 
parts although they form a m ysterious 
unity, (ted Himself, they asserted, stands 
in no relation w ith Hie world; hilt. His em a 
tion, 01 second person,whom they called the 
God of Israel, had created the universe, 
chosen b rae! and perform ed all tim m ira­ 
cles.

had 
thus 
become 
incarnate 
in 
the person of Sabbathai Zwi. They held 
furtherm ore, that the Bible was composed 
of nothing but Hie n,,mes of spirits, and 
that the one who w'ould pronounce them in 
their right older had power over all the 
forces of nature, th a t especially any word 
which contained, num erically or implied, 
the letters ai Sabbathai’s nam e could Im 
used as a charm against all evil influence. 
Nearly every rabbi was then believed to be 
a “Bal Shorn,” th a t is, a m an who was fam ­ 
iliar w ith all the scientific nam es contained 
in Hie Bible, and who had thus power for 
good or evil. 
After the collapse of tho Messianic sw in­ 
dle. aud after m any of S abbathai’s fol­ 
lowers had turned C hristians or Mohamme­ 
dans, some kind of a reaction folio ive I, and 
every rabbi had to prove publicly his ortho­ 
doxy by denouncing Sabbathai’s teachings. 
While Hie masses Would crowd around a 
rabbi who was known to bo a kabbalist to 
ask for his blessing it was expected of him 
that he should not be an adherent of th at 
accursed sect. Jonathan, therefore,who was 
renowned for his k ab b a istle learning and 
worshipped alm ost as a m iracle worker, 
found him self com pelled to pronounce Hie 
ban against the sect of the Sabbathaiuus 
although ins own sym paih es were w ith 
them . Jotm lhiu was as narrow m inded 
and as bigoted as was his tim e, He believed 
in the power of a blessing given by him 
and of his own ability to exorcise evil 
spirits. Why should ho have not believed 
that one form ula was stronger and more ef­ 
fective than the other? 
In 1740 ho received a call to become 
rabbi of Hie city of Metz, which was then 
one of the most influential congregations in 
w estern Europe. He accepted the position, 
but it seems th at ho did not satisfy the ex­ 
pectations of his parishioners. He made 
many enem ies, by whom he was accused of 
injustice, of secret heresy aud of a great 
m any otic r acts unbecom ing a gentlem an 
ami a rabbi. Ho tiled, in the m eantim e, to 
get a call from Furth. b u t was unsuccessful; 
when, however, tho three united cougrega- 
t on* of Altona, H am burg and Wands beck 
offered h rn the rabb m eal chair, he ac- 
< opted w ithout hesitation and rem oved to 
Altona in 1750. 
In A ltona lived then a great Talinudical 


scholar who prided him self to have sprung 
from a l >ng line o ’ scholarly an estors. Ja­ 
cob Emd> n Asken a i was boro in 
Mo 
ref e veil his early train in g in A m sterdam , 
and finally settled dow n in A ltona. M f 
king of D enm ark had g m n him th e p r ’vi- 
lege to open a Hebrew p rin tin g otlice in th a t 
city ; he m ade more than a co ■ potency bv 
publishing 
prayer books and all 
such 
staple literary works. 
He was scrupu. 
lotisly pious, th at is, he observed scrupu­ 
lously a1 tile m ultifarious religious rite* 
\vhi< h th en were dem anded of every Jew . 
So pious was he th at th e public w ot'shijrdid 
not satisfy him . #1 he opened a synagogue 
in his own house, n which him self offici­ 
ated. The office of rabbi had been offered 
to him by th e heads of th e united congre­ 
gations. He had declined th e honor, b u t 
was still dissatisfied tiiat somebody else waa 
e ld ted, aud especially a m an whose g reat 
T alinudical wisdom could p u t his in th e 
shade.

Both m en felt at th eir first m eeting th a t 
they w ere enem ies, and could never tie 
brought in sym pathy w ith each other. Jo n ­ 
athan m ade some efforts to win F.mden s 
friends!! p, and Em den bestowed Horne COUR 
tesy upon the new rabbi, but. th eir heart* 
w» re not in it. H ardly had a year elapsed 
w hen 
T h e S to rm B r o k e L o a m i 
a storm which would seem to 11s as dim inu­ 
tive and insignificant as th a t w hich heat 
stirs up in a teapot, b at it was a storm , 
nevertheless, and it stirred up th e Jew ish 
com m unities ail over Europe. 
In case of sickness, and especially w hen­ 
ever a w om an expected

The less th e 
credulous w re aide to read the am ulet the 
m ore did they believe in th e effectiveness 
of the charm , ami K a b b a la s wrote, th ere­ 
fore. am ulets after a system of cyphers in 
which, for instance, ti e first letter of th e 
alphabet was replaced by the last, the sec­ 
ond by the last but one, etc. 
A short tim e before E ibeschuetz’ arriv al 
in Altona several young women had died 
during and after del very. T he new rabbi 
was therefore asked for some effective 
am ulet, a favor wh ch lie could not refuse, 
as Hie prayer appealed to his pride. T he

Still w eaker grew ids defence 
after 2rt of such am ulets w ritten by him 
urn! distributed by nim in Met/, were col­ 
lected, opened ana found to contain sim ilar 
incantations.

For 1 1 years until. Jon ath an died in 17U4, 
and even still longer, did tilts c ntroversy 
last. It was tile only rem arkable event of 
tiiat century, it tears aw ay the veil from 
th a t period anil shows us tho u tter exhaus­

If Judaism is 
a corpse, it was said, it is a rath er lively 
one. I th in k th a t both views are rig h t and 
wrong, according to the standpoint taken. 
The Judaism of Eibeschuetz is dead, aud 
we m ay th an k God th a t he has rem oved it, 
Jew ish rabbis no longer w rite am ulets ta 
the ii un® of Sabbpthai Zwi or anybody else, 
nor does anybody believe iii th e effective­ 
ness of such charm s. A new and far bettor, 
far h ealthier, and far stronger Judaism has 
replaced it. I cannot but use as a m etaphor 
tile

fabulous bird, who,

Sherm an developed m ore originality of 
thought ami a lion than any of the men 
wiio sprang to their feet \\ hen the country’s 
bugle sounded th e diro alarm . D uring the 
most trying phases of the w ar Sherm an 
developed along brilliant, resolute, use­ 
ful lines tv til greater rapidity, attaining 
p o p u la r appror ation more quickly ana 
m ore certain I . if not more lastingly, than 
any of his complin o h s. 
A care iii w rite r has ranked him a s fa s t 
an on.' the st elegists of the war. 
He lacki ii, however, certain other quaff- 
ficaii, us essential, so th at in th e ultim ate 
solution he was overshadowed by the nam e 
w hich ranks highest and brightest n all the 
arm y ga.axy, a nam e of w hich every Am eri­ 
can m ust be proud, a nam e untarnished 
until seduced irom its high estate and led 
am ong the h ack sheep, the bulls and tin 
bea s ot the Slough ■ t Despond which lias 
w recked so m any fair nam es, engulfed so 
m any great lo.tunes, despoiled so m any 
pure ou Is. 
Sherm an was a uasbiug, driving, nervous 
industrial!.

He was 
to nervous, so e 'c ita . le. so im petuous in 
pcnve sation. and especially win n lo should 
be listening to reports and explanation, th at 
H e O ficu L a st W h e n Ile Sliunlil H ave 
U tln e il. 
Sherm an w as a generous person, and vet 
m ost i IK on; derate of the com forts of oth­ 
ers. I don’t m ean th a t he was 
incon­ 
siderate of the com fort of his soldiers, 
for, on the contrary.he passed m any a si ep­ 
ics* night in order th a t bv his tireless 
energy and insistent determ ination his men 
slit uld have th eir rations on th e following 
day. and their tn nsportatic n should bo 
convenient, anc* as rapid as the condition of 
aft aits perm itted; but w ith individuals, in 
persona! intercourse w ith officers, w ith cor­ 
respondents. w ith spies and scouts, he was 
alw ays so quick to intuitively get to tho 
point tliev sought to m ake, th a t he fre­ 
quently confused, and never plea-ed the 
Laity to whom he should have listened with 
attention and respect.

The secre­ 
tary is not so tall as the President, and he 
weighs a goon deal less. .Sunday lie clasped 
his hands over a stick at his back, while 
the President’s fat, w hite hands sw ung free 
at his side. Tile secretary was crowned 
w ith a glistening new Dunlap, but his chief 
wore a square-topped Derby. Both faces 
are smooth, w ith the 
exception of the 
upper Fps, h u t tho secretary always wears 
glasses, w hile Mr. Cleveland seldom uses 
them , and then only late at night, w hen his 
eyes are tired. 
I | the P resident feared th at the curiosity 
of the public would spoil his walks, he has 
been m ost agreeably disaopointed. It was 
noticed Sunday th a t he was considerately 
treated by all who m et him and everybody 
reserved Ills or her stare until th e interest­ 
ing pedestrian had passed. Surely it did not 
annoy him to have ii s foliow-town*men 
wheel around nnd look at his back. He 
really appeared com fortable and pleased. 
A num ber of acquaintances were m et and 
the President gave them all a graceful, 
m ilitary salute.

tow ards unanim ity on Cleveland.

CiVIALE TREATMENT 


W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 3.—The P resident has 
approved and prom ulgated a revision of t he 
civil service rules, w hich m akes several 
very im portant changes in tho system of 
appointm ents upon tests of fitness appl ed to 
applicants for places in th e departm ents at 
W ashington, and in th e classified custom s 
offices and post offices. T he com m ission has 
also revised the civil service regulations to 
conform to th e new rulos. * These revisions 
have been under consideration by the com ­ 
m ission during the greater part of a year, 
and both have received careful considera­ 
tion by President Cleveland. He read them 
a t length several tim es, and m ade changes 
and m odifications both 
of 
m atter and 
phraseology. 
N ot one of the old rules or regulations re­ 
m ains in its original form. 
A few of the 
m ost salient features of the new rules may 
be stated as follows: F irst, they are divided 
into four parts—general rules, departm ent 
rules, custom rules and postal rules. 
Second, the general rules are nine in num ­ 
ber and are applicable except iii one or two 
particulars to all parts of Hie classified ser­ 
vice, aud to -ouie parts of the serv ice not 
yet classified under the law or rul s. By 
these rules ‘ is m ade an offence, punisha­ 
ble by dism issal, for any officer of th e exec­ 
utive civil service (I.) to use his official 
authority or influence for the purpose of in­ 
terfering with an election or controlling tbe 
resu ts thereof, or (2) to dism iss or eau e to 
be dism issed, or to u*e influence of any kind 
to procure the dismiss a1 of an / person irom 
any place in said service, because such per­ 
son has refused to be coerced in Ins politi­ 
cal action, or has refused to contribute 
m oney for any political purpose or to ren­ 
der political service. 
And it is especially provided th a t any offi­ 
cer, el erk. or other em ploye who I) shall 
violate section 11 of th e civile service act, 
w hich prohibits any such officer, clerk, or 
other em ploye from receiving or being iii 
any m anner concerned in soliciting or re­ 
ceiving any assessm ent, 
subscription or 
contribution for 
A n y I * o ll tic a l P u r p o s e W h a t e v e r , 
from any officer, clerk or other em ploye of 
any departm ent, branch or bureau of the 
public service, or from any other person re­ 
ceiving any salary or com pensation from 
m oneys derived from th e treasury of the 
U nited 
States;

th a t any person who shall, in any room 
or building occupied by any officer or em ­ 
ploye of the governm ent or iii navy yard,

It is also provided th at no question iii any 
exam ina iou shall be so fram ed as to elicit 
the political or re I glims opinion of affiiia 
tion of com petitors for place, and th a t if 
any appoint ng < r nom inating officer shall 
m ake inquiry concern ng or in anv other 
way attem pt to ascertain Hie politics or rt- 
lig o n o f any person who has passed an ex­ 
am hi at ion, or who shall discrim inate in 
favor of or against such person, shall be 
dism issed from office. 
By the gen rill rules several non-com peti­ 
tive exam inations are provided for. and 
com pulsory exam ination provision, as sug­ 
gested by the commission, was am ended by 
tile President, who added the following 
words: "B ut persons in rite cia sifted service, 
who were honorably discharged from the 
m il tarv or naval service of the U nited 
States, and the widows and orphans of 
deceased soldiers aud sailors, shall be ex­ 
em pt from such exam nation.” 
A nother im portant feature of the general 
rules gives au hority to an appointing or 
nom inating officer to whom the com m is­ 
sioners may send the mimes of persons de­ 
clared by them to be eligible to a certain 
placa, 
__ 
T o O b je c t i n W r i t i n g 
to a1) or any one of the persons thus certi­ 
fied, stating th a t for reasons, to be particu­ 
larly specified, such persons, o ranyof them , 
are not capable of perform ing tim duties of( 
the vacant place, and th e com m issioners are 
directed to m ake certifieat on 
of other 
nam es if th e objections are ascertained to 
be good and well 'ouiided. 
Tho general rules also provide th at sol­ 
diers and sailors who have been honorably 
discharged because of sn knets or wounds 
shall bo certified for appoint i,ent in pre er- 
ence to other persons of higher gta.io in the 
exam ination, nnd th a t in m aking any re ­ 
duction of force in any branch of the c assi- 
fied service honorably cl scharged soldiers 
and sailors, and also the widows and or­ 
phans of deceased soldiers and sailors, 
shall be retained in preference to others. 
The departm ental rules are l l in num ber. 
The rules authorize' Hie classification of 
commissions and independent bureaus, as 
well as the depavIntents at W ashington, 
and prescribes the exam ination th at m ust 
be provided to test fitness for adm ission to 
tins branch of tbe service. They provide 
that the following officers may be appointed 
w ithout exam ination: 
One private secretary or one confidential 
clerk, of the head of each classified depart­ 
m ent 
and 
of 
each assistant secretary 
thereof, and a1 o of each head of bureau 
appointed by the President by and w ith the 
ad vice and consent of Hie sem ite: direct cus- 
tO'lions oi money for whose fid litv another 
officer is under official bond; disbursing 
officers who give boud: persons employed 
exodus voly in the secret service of the 
O 'em inent; chief clerks, aud chiefs of 
ivisions. 
Tho m axim um age of lim itation of 45 
years is abrogated aud the m inim um lim i­ 
tation is raised from 18 to 20 years. Sol­ 
diers aud sailors who have a claim of prof 
erenco in civil appointm ents are let in at 
CC per cent., but in all oilier cas s tile m ini­ 
m um grade of eligibility has beeu raised 
from C5 to 70 per centum . The num ber of 
nam es to be ci rt tied to an appointing 
officer from which to select for an appoint, 
arent has been reduced irom four to three- 
T ra m fers are A llo w ed
